Pleasant surprises 


We were racing against time. 

My wife and I had just left Carlsbad Caverns, and were on our way 
to the White Sands National Monument. Now well into the desert 
Southwest portion of our cross-country drive from the East Coast in 

December 2014, we had to get there before

sundown, when cars are no longer allowed to 
enter the world’s largest gypsum dunefield. 

Terrain began to change as we entered 
Lincoln National Forest in New Mexico's 
high plains. As we gained in elevation, 
arid flatlands with little more than shrubs 
gradually gave way to rolling hills, streams 
and the greenery of trees. We were already 
several thousand feet above sea level. But we 
had no idea how much higher we'd be going. 

That changed when we caught sight of a car approaching from 
the opposite direction. We quickly realized it had snow on it. But 
no snow covered the ground within sight, and, though it was late 
December, it was well above freezing. 

We drove another 15 or so miles along a twisty and narrow U.S. 
Highway 82, taking us up almost 5,000 more feet. Beautiful vistas 
left us stunned. Finally, we spotted snow along the side of the road. 

We were now over 8,600 feet. Soon after, we saw homes, 
buildings and a gas station. We realized we had entered a tiny 
mountain town. Its name was Cloudcroft. Snow was everywhere. 

Stumbling onto Cloudcroft — what we would later learn is a village 
of less than 700 people and one of the highest-elevated municipalities 
in the U.S. — was a genuine surprise. In my mind, New Mexico was 
the mostly desert home of Breaking Bad’s Walter White. 

Before we knew it, we were heading down, leaving the tiny slice of 
snowy civilization behind us. Later that day, we reached White Sands 
just in time to watch the sun descend into the unending dunes. 

Many of our trip’s highlights were planned stops. The mountains 
of New Mexico were not scheduled, but were a pleasant revelation.

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HARTFORD'S RECENT STADIUM WOES ARE JUST 
THE LATEST IN A LONG LINE OF DEVELOPMENT wo 
SCANDALS AND DISAPPOINTMENTS IN CONNECTICUT SiS

Hartford, had called a press conference. Its subject was not job growth, 
lessening the achievement gap or any of the other social issues he had 
campaigned on; instead, it was baseball. 


Hartford’s new, highly touted, $56 
million Dunkin’ Donuts Park was 
supposed to serve as the home of the 
Yard Goats (formerly the Rock Cats of 
New Britain), a Double-A affiliate of 
the Colorado Rockies. The 6,000-seat 
park was championed as the anchor of 
the city’s ambitious Downtown North 
Development and announced with great 
fanfare last year. 

But over the winter, the stadium 
development project encountered some 
embarrassing setbacks, including a $10.4 
million cost overrun and a construction 
delay that will force the Yard Goats to 
play home games at opposing teams’ 
stadiums through the first month of the 
upcoming season. 

The new plan Bronin helped broker 


called for the additional $10.4 million to 
be paid by the Yard Goats, the developer 
and the city. The plan requires the 
stadium to be ready for a May 31 home 
opener, meaning the Yard Goats will 
miss a total of 28 home games. 

Even as he announced it, Bronin could 
only muster mild enthusiasm for the 
deal. “I came into office 20 days ago and 
we inherited a mess here, and we worked 
very quickly to bring all parties to the 
table and find a resolution that would 
get this back on track and protect the 
taxpayers, he said. 

The episode left a sour taste in the 
mouths of many in Hartford and those 
outside the city. But it was far from 
the first time that stadium plans in 
Connecticut had gone foul. 
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FIELDS OF DASHED DREAMS 


In 1997, the NHLs Hartford Whalers 
played their last game in the state. Soon 
after, in November 1998, Gov. John 
Rowland signed a deal with Robert Kraft, 
owner of the NFL's New England Patriots, 
to bring his team to Connecticut. 
The deal called for the state to build 
a $375 million, 68,000-seat stadium 
on Hartford’s waterfront. Despite not 
having to put any money down, the team 
would collect 90 percent of the stadium’s 
revenues during Patriots games. Kraft 
would also get to build a $50 million hotel 
on the land, rent and property tax free. 

Ultimately, the offer didn’t lure the 
team out of Massachusetts. The following 
spring, just two days before he would 
have been forced to pay a penalty fee to 
Connecticut, Kraft announced he was 
backing out because it was unlikely the 
stadium could be completed by 2002. A 
bitter Rowland was left to lament at a press 
conference, “It’s now official. 1 am a New 
York Jets fan, now and probably forever.” 

Even before those events, multiple 
attempts were made to bring the Patriots 





to Hartford. In 1993, the legislature 
agreed to build a 70,000-seat, $252 million 
stadium. But when part-owner Francis 
Murray failed to lure the team, then owned 
by St. Louis businessman James Busch 
Orthwein, the deal fell apart. Celebrities 
also gave it a try. A group including novelist 
Tom Clancy and Westport’s Paul Newman 
wooed Orthwein. But he sold the team to 
Kraft, and the rest is, well, history. 

Around the same time as the late ‘90s 
debacle, Bridgeport’s Harbor Yard Ballpark 
and the Arena at Harbor Yard (today the 
Webster Bank Arena) were built amid a 
backdrop of public corruption. The FBI’s 
probe into Bridgeport Mayor Joe Ganim was 
dubbed “Operation Hardball,” an ironic nod 
to the baseball park development that was at 
the heart of a widespread bribery scheme. 
The initial FBI indictment alleged that 
city officials received kickbacks from the 
ballpark and arena’s architecture firm and 
construction manager. Ganim ultimately 
served time in federal prison in connection 
to the scandal, before being re-elected as 
Bridgeport’s mayor last November. 

The New Haven Coliseum, built in 
1972, was never completed according to its 
original design due to budget cuts and was 
often criticized for design flaws before it was 
demolished in 2007. The 15,000-plus-seat 
Connecticut Tennis Center at Yale, built 
in 1991, had problems, since resolved, with 
swarming bees and bubbling courts. 

The Yard Goats debacle wasn’t even the 
only stadium problem in Hartford. Last fall, 
it was revealed that a developer awarded a 
$12 million city contract to redevelop Dillon 
Stadium as a professional soccer venue 
had allegedly double-billed the city and 


submitted invoices for work that was never 


done to the tune of $770,214. 

Reporting by the Hartford Courant also 
revealed that the CEO of the development 
company had a felony conviction for 
embezzlement and had faced legal judgments 
in at least four states for failing to pay 
personal and professional debts. In October, 
a federal grand jury convened and issued 
subpoenas for documents related to the 
stadium. By December, an architect was 
suing the developer, alleging hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of work had gone unpaid 
for. Amid the scandal, Thomas Deller, the 
city’s development director, resigned. 


BIG PROBLEM WITH BIG STADIUMS 


Connecticut’s up-and-down history with 
stadium development is not particularly 
unusual, says Neil deMause, author of Field 
of Schemes: How the Great Stadium Swindle 
Turns Public Money Into Private Profit. “If 
you go to Indiana, there are stories every 
bit as horrific as in Connecticut. In Ohio, 
there’s the Bengals deal, where the county 
has to build the stadium and also has to 
pay for any improvements in the stadium,” 
deMause says. 

The problem, he says, is that competition 
for stadiums is so fierce that cities compete 
against each other by offering ever-sweeter 
deals to team owners at the same time that 
the economic data continues to indicate that 
cities almost never get a concrete return on 
their investments. 

“Connecticut is like a lot of other states in 
that it has a lot of cities that are struggling 
economically, and I think when you have 
that, you get a lot of people throwing out, 
‘OK, what’s the big idea, what can we do to 
try and turn the city around in a hurry?” 
deMause says. “The idea is this will put 


our city on the map. This will turn us 
around. Unfortunately, the evidence is 
overwhelming that it doesn’t work.” 

Ken Krayeske, a Hartford lawyer and critic 
of the Yard Goats stadium, agrees. “People 
in one of the poorest cities in the country 
should not be bonding money or paying 
for a stadium so that billionaire owners of 
baseball teams can field development teams,” 
says Krayeske, who launched several lawsuits 
against the city in an attempt to block the 
stadium’s development. 

Krayeske also says there were logistical 
issues with the Dunkin’ Donuts Stadium 
from its outset. “We said the timetable is 
too tight. You cannot build a stadium of this 
magnitude in this timeframe.” 


FOLLOWING THE STATS 


The consensus among economists is that 
stadiums, by themselves, are not engines 
of economic development. However, 
proponents of their development say they 
provide intangibles. 

Fred V. Carstensen is a University of 
Connecticut economics professor, and 
the director of the Connecticut Center for 
Economic Analysis, which released a study 
on the Yard Goats stadium development 
plan in October 2014. He says by email that, 
“Stadiums rarely [provide] true economic 
development or [are] self-financing. If 
they are very well managed, and bring 
in multiple events and thus are used 
reasonably heavily, then they will at least 
come close to generating enough activity 
to cover their cost.” He adds, “This is not to 
argue that communities should not choose 
to build stadiums; they are an amenity. Just 
as we might choose to drive an expensive 
car even though a basic car will provide 





the same transportation, a stadium and the 
associated activities might contribute to a 
community sense of pride, visibility, etc.” 
Peter Gioia, a state economist and vice 
president of the Connecticut Business 
& Industry Association, offers a similar 
assessment. “[Stadiums are] largely a 
physiological plus, and a quality-of-life 
plus for a city, but in terms of its economic- 
development impact, it’s relatively minor,” 
he says. “There are very low job or money 
multiplier effects compared to, say, having 
a major factory or a major financial services 
company like an insurance company.” 


TAKE ME OUT TO THE BALLGAME 


Stadiums are not without their 
proponents. Robert Landino, president 
and CEO of Middletown-based Centerplan 
Companies, the developer in charge of 
the Yard Goats’ stadium and the greater 
Downtown North Development, remains 
optimistic about the Hartford project. 

When news broke that the stadium 
was over budget, there was much finger 
pointing between Landino and the city. 
Landino expressed disappointment at “the 
individuals who felt the need to make this 
a public issue,’ and was critical of all the 
negativity that followed. “These unfortunate 
moments encapsulate the challenges of 
conducting business in Hartford, and 
reinforces the perception that individuals 
within the city and the media which covers 
it embrace negative moments without much 
consideration for a larger goal to view our 
capital city in a much more positive light.” 

New Britain Mayor Erin Stewart 
is a surprising proponent of stadium 
investment, given her vocal criticism of the 
manner in which the Yard Goats moved to 
Hartford. After the Rock Cats left her city, 
Stewart worked quickly to ensure baseball 
continued to be played in New Britain. 
Starting in April, New Britain Stadium 








will be home to the New Britain Bees of 
the Atlantic League, which, although not 
affiliated with Major League Baseball, does 
include the Bridgeport Bluefish. 

The stadium is undergoing significant 
renovation that will cost about $500,000, 
says Stewart. “The city of New Britain 
doesnt make a profit on this and no 
municipality stadium ever is a_ profit 
financially,’ she says. “[But] to have an 
asset like a baseball stadium helps us with 
our image and it brings people in from 
the outside that certainly will look at New 
Britain in a different way.” =

IRANIAN AUTHOR AZAR NAFISI OPENS UP ON HER REBELLIOUS BEGINNINGS, 
WOMEN’S RIGHTS, ISIS, TECHNOLOGY AND HER LOVE OF MARK TWAIN

Iranian writer and educator Azar Nafisi 
burst into the American mainstream in 2003 
with her well-known best-seller Reading 
Lolita in Tehran: A Memoir in Books. Now 
an American citizen, 
Nafisi, a staunch advocate 
for women’s rights in 
the Muslim world and 
beyond, will be the guest 
of the Mark Twain House 
& Museum on March 10 
at 7 p.m. as she discusses 
her life, her writings and 
her newest book, ‘The 
Republic of Imagination: 
A Life in Books, in which 
she cites The Adventures 
of Huckleberry Finn as a 
major influence on her 
life. A fellow at Johns 
Hopkins University’s 
School of Advanced 
International Studies, Nafisi has taught at 
Oxford University and several universities in 
Tehran. The 68-year-old shared her thoughts 
with Connecticut Magazine as she prepares 
to visit Hartford and the home of one of her 
favorite authors. 


You bucked the system and crashed through 
the gender-challenged glass ceiling as a woman 
in Iran. Do you consider yourself a renegade? 

Well, | mean, | don’t know what | consider 
myself, but | like that idea! | think that one 
thing | can talk about is that | have a sort of 
restlessness and that manifests itself in that | 
am always trying to question not only those in 
power, but myself as well. And | think that does 
put you on the edge of being a renegade. 


What needs to happen in order for women 
to progress in this world? 

It depends on parts of the world. In Iran and 
the Middle East, it is amazing to me they have 
been fighting for their rights as early as the 
mid-l9th century, at the same time women in 
America were also fighting for their rights. Notice 
how easy it was for a totalitarian government to 
take those rights away in Iran. The first attack 
is alwayS On women and minorities. Women 
in more democratic societies who fought for 
their rights now fight for women in other parts 
of the world, and that will help. Freedom Is like 
happiness. You constantly have to pursue it. 
But | think that time has shown that as long as 
people are aware of rights and fight for them, 
there will be progress toward more freedoms. 
This is why | think you can never become smug 
and think rights have been achieved. People 
always have to fight to preserve them. 
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What did your parents think of a daughter 
who would not follow the rules in her native 
country, but instead rebelled against them 
through her writings, her teachings and her 
refusal to just do what she was told? 

In terms of being a rebel of sorts, | think | got 
it from my family. They were loners who did not 
fit into the image of those in 
our culture then. My father 
was the mayor of Tehran 
and very popular, but was 
far more comfortable com- 
municating with the ordinary 
people than with the people 
in power. My mother was 
one of the first six women to 
sit in our Parliament and she 
was constantly going against 
the current. She was out- 
rageously outspoken. They 
encouraged me and my 
brother to finish our educa- 
tion and encouraged us to 
do what we felt was right.

You have strong feelings 
about the use of technology

What is the danger, in your opinion? 

| don’t negate technology or its role. Print 
itself came out of technological progress. What 
we should always be aware of, though, and be 
conscious of ourselves, is that technology is at our 
service, not the other way around. In America, 
on one hand, this love of new things leads to 
innovation and dynamism, but It also starts to 
control our minds. Technology has reached 
sort of a climactic place and that becomes 
dangerous. There are all these gadgets that are 
Supposed to make things faster and easier, but 
they also clutter the mind. This whole absorption 
in technology, where you become so wrapped 
up in that world, results in you becoming 
disconnected from reality. | never felt we should 
not have a Kindle or a tablet, but the innovations 
should help complement books or art or music, 
not destroy the reality of museums and books 
and music stores. We are human beings and we 
need to connect. We need to use our senses and 
have our public spaces. It can’t be your computer 
or iPad. You need to look at people. 


What's your take on the conflicts in the 
Middle East, the rise of ISIS and what role 
the U.S. should play? 

In order to defeat ISIS, the U.S. cannot simply 
win through military tactics. To win a war, you 
need to have a cohesive strategy. To have a 
Strategy, you must have thorough knowledge 
of the enemy, its goals and its own strategy, 
none of which is wholly true of U.S. policy in the 
region. In order to have a strategy, the first step 
is to understand that Islamic extremism and 
terrorism are mainly based on fear and ideology. 





Not only do they inspire fear, they themselves 
are also afraid, and before being afraid of the 
West, they are afraid of their own people, their 
history of struggle for freedom, their aspirations 
for more open and free societies. Which is why 
ISIS’s first victims have been women, minorities 
and culture, all related to freedom of choice, to 
human rights and individual rights. Why do they, 
and the Taliban before them, demolish ancient 
monuments, or statues of Buddha? Why do they 
destroy books, ban music, dance? Why do they 
flog, torture and even kill women and minorities? 
Is it not because they are afraid that these 
countries’ history and culture tell a different 
story from their claims that they represent the 
region’s history and culture? Should we not 
Support and encourage those the extremists 
target? Should we not promote human rights 
and democracy as antidotes to their strategy of 
carnage and mayhem? 


| know | don’t have to ask, given your 
newest book, but what is your favorite 
Mark Twain work and why? 

Huckleberry Finn, which | think is the American 
version of The Odyssey or The Iliad. Mark Twain 
is so significant as the father of the American 
novel in more ways than one. He is a declaration 
of literary independence. In Europe, there were a 
lot of great writers, centuries of great writers. But 
one thing America had was its newness. Twain 
created a language that was uniquely American. 
He is still so relevant. He constantly reminds 
us that the worst enemy is the conformity and 
complacency. He is among the writers | feel is 
completely alive. | connect to him. 


What took so long for your new book? 

It takes a while for everything to happen. | 
wrote my memoirs, and even then | had been 
thinking about this newest book. | had talked a 
great deal about Mark Twain. | wanted to weave 
in aspects of the United States in it, not just 
theoretical but real, a narrative view of how | felt 
about becoming an American. It turned out to 
be a difficult book to write. 


What do you wish you knew then 
that you know now? 

As a young person, | think you have more 
ego and less self-confidence, so | wish that had 
been different. And | think | got too involved 
with things the world imposed on me instead of 
the things | loved to do, like writing.

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A Connecticut Cat Lady 
Making a Difference in Malaysia

We've all heard the term “crazy cat 
lady” — the colloquial title given to quirky, 
independent women who prefer the company 
of cats — many cats. The usually only half- 
joking label infers isolation and detachment, 
bringing one to envision a person shut off 
from the world. 

One Connecticut cat lady, however, is 
dispelling many of these stereotypes with 
the work she’s doing at a beachside cat 
shelter for 100-plus cats. The shelter is called 
Cat Beach, and contrary to what you may be 
thinking, it’s not on Long Island Sound, but 
10,000 miles away on the picturesque shores 
of Penang, Malaysia. 

Sharon native Teviot Fairservis, known as 
TV for short, has been an animal lover for as 
long as she can remember. 

“When I was a little girl — 9 or 10 — my 
cat gave birth to her first kitten in my bed, 
and she became a wonderful mother,” says 
TV, now 61, when we recently visited Cat 
Beach. “That was a profound moment for 


me. Animals are teachers. They ve taught me 
about kindness and happiness.” 

Since those early days in Sharon, the 
former Housatonic Valley Regional High 
School student went on to do some teaching 
of her own. 

After a stint at Waterford’s National 
Theater Institute, a bachelor’s degree in 
drama from Vassar College and a theater 
professorship at Long Island University, 
TV set her educational sights abroad. In the 
past decade alone, TV has taught English in 
China, Thailand and Laos. 

After years as an education globetrotter, 
however, she discovered a country that 
would allow her to weave her passion for 
animals into her education and travel 
endeavors — a country she’s since never left 
— Malaysia. 

In 2010, TV moved to the Malaysian 
island of Langkawi, where she stayed for 
more than two years. In Langkawi, she 
gained a reputation for caring for and 
adopting cats. When she eventually left for 
Penang, the small island off the west coast of 
northern Malaysia, she had eight cats with 


her on the 75-mile ferry ride 

Unbeknownst to her at the time, those 
eight cats would soon join a family of more 
than 100 others. 

Settled in Penang, TV began volunteering 
as a receptionist at 4PAWS, a nearby dog 
shelter that cares for more than 600 dogs. 

“Without the volunteers, we couldn't 
exist,’ says Barbara Janssen, founder of 
4PAWS. “[TV] helped out here, but she got 
more and more cats, so she needed to be in 
her own place.” 

For TV, it was indeed a matter of necessity, 
as animals’ lives were at stake. 

“[People] would call the dog shelter 
because they didn’t know what to do with 
the cats,” says TV, whose mother and sister 
still live in Salisbury. “The other situations 
that are available are killing shelters.” 

Looking to help, TV set up a shelter 
similar to 4PAWS. Janssen introduced TV 
to Mr. Nana, a fisherman in Teluk Bahang, a 
small fishing village in northern Penang. 

For nearly a decade, Mr. Nana had been 
caring for and feeding dozens of stray cats 
on the beaches of Teluk Bahang. Banding 
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together with Mr. Nana, and combining his 
knowledge of the region with her willingness 
to organize, the two turned his benevolent 
hobby into a nonprofit. 

Since late 2014, Cat Beach has been home 
to the Cat Lovers International Society. TV 
and her now 100-plus stray, abandoned and 
ill cats now live in and around a simple, 
wooden beach house in Teluk Bahang, just 
feet from crashing waves. 

While TV’s long-term mission is to 
find loving homes for all of her cats, her 
immediate goal is to get them vaccinated, 
spayed and healthy. The cats come and go as 
they please and are only caged if they are sick 
or in danger. 

Making the house a home, each Cat 
Beach feline is given a name corresponding 
to its most defining trait. A trek down 
the shores of Teluk Bahang might lead to 
an encounter with Batman and Robin or 
Einstein and Picasso. 

“Animals are individuals,” says TV. “They 
all have separate personalities.” 

Along with individual personalities, come 
individual needs. 

“We're running about 125 ringgit [$30] 
a day for food,” says TV. “We need 20,000 
ringgit [roughly $5,000] a year for vet care 
and emergencies.” 

To help cover the costs of food, 
medication and vaccination at Cat Beach, 
TV organizes online fundraisers, tag sales 
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and holiday parties. In just its second year as 
a nonprofit, word is slowly spreading. 

“We're becoming a tourist attraction,” says 
TV. “We were on national television in July.” 

With the occasional visitor comes the 
occasional donation and, while inconsistent 
cash flow makes budgeting difficult, a 
melting pot of locals, internationals and 
even old friends from Connecticut help keep 
Cat Beach afloat. 

“A friend from high school is now sending 
10 dollars per month to help the cats at Cat 
Beach,” says TV. “Whenever I run out of 
money, which happens, or food, which 
happens, wonderful people show up.” 

A GoFundMe page — gofundme.com/ 
catloversintl — has been set up with the goal 
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of raising $12,000 for the care and feeding of 
the cats. 

But it’s not just money that people 
worldwide are giving. 

Using expat volunteer networking sites 
like HelpX and Workaway, TV has hosted 
a handful of international volunteers from 
places as far away as Pakistan and Turkey. 
One German electrician has provided 
electrical work at Cat Beach and another 
New Yorker has helped with construction. 

“If you can wash dishes, we have 150 
minimum to do every day. If youre skilled 
at medical stuff — that’s another level,” says 
TV. “We want to encourage people to stay 
here and spend some time with the cats and 
get to know them and maybe volunteer.” 

While giving volunteers and _ tourists 
a fun, meaningful experience is seen as 
important for the shelter’s development, the 
home maintains its seriousness of purpose. 

“Success would be getting [the cats] all 
adopted. If nobody adopts them, this is a 
permanent solution,” says TV. “This is a 
sanctuary — a shelter, but shelter should 
never be permanent.” 

As for the “crazy cat lady” stigma, she’s 
managed to understand the uniqueness 
of her lifestyle and embrace the title — at 
least partially. 

“The crazy part, maybe not so much,’ 
laughs TV. “But the Cat Lady — I don't mind.”

The Susan B. Anthony Project 


For more than 30 years, the Susan B. Anthony 
Project in Torrington has been committed to assisting 
and advocating for the victims of domestic and sexual 
violence. The organization was founded on the idea of neighbors 
helping neighbors and continues in that vein today, though the 
neighborhood is much larger. 


The Susan B. Anthony Project, named for the historical social 
reformer and feminist, provides services and support to 20 towns 
in Litchfield County. It was founded in 1982 by two women, Polly 
Doremus and Gillian Hanna, who felt there was a need to provide 
domestic violence support in their community. They collected 
money from concerned citizens and established a crisis hotline, 
which remains the backbone of the organization to this day. 

“It really had a grassroots beginning,” says Jeanne Fusco, 
executive director of the Susan B. Anthony Project. “Very shortly 
after that we had our first executive director and, from there, built 
beyond the hotline to include an emergency shelter.” 

The mission of the Project has always been the same — “to 
promote safety, healing and growth for all survivors of domestic 
and sexual abuse and advocate for the autonomy of women and 
the end of interpersonal violence” — but the ways in which they 
achieve that goal has evolved over time. 

Fusco breaks the organization’s services down into two broad 
actions: direct service delivery to sexual assault and domestic 
violence victims and prevention programming. “People are always 
surprised to learn about the extent of our services,” says Fusco. 

In addition to the 24/7 crisis hotline (860-482-7133) and 
emergency shelter, the Project provides transitional housing 
services, counseling, support groups, court and medical advocacy, 
child and teen advocacy, art therapy and community education. 
They also offer support services to family and friends of victims. 
All of their programs are voluntary. The organization offers a 
diverse menu of services in the hopes that those in need will find 
them through whatever means and then tap into larger resources. 

“Sometimes people are not ready [to admit] that they may be 
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a victim, but there’s a service they can connect to as an inroad, 
and once they're here they begin to learn a little more about that 
dynamic,” says Fusco. 

Last year, the hotline received 2,383 calls and the emergency 
shelter housed 66 women and 57 children. 

The organization also sends community educators into area 
schools annually to provide age-appropriate lessons for children 
from pre-kindergarten through 12th grade. They convene with 
almost 7,000 children every year. 

“We are trying to reach as many students as we can, says Fusco. 
“[The lessons are] age appropriate and very targeted, so [children] 
know who the trusted people are in their lives and who they can 
reach out to. We do a lot of bystander training, so they can identify 
what is inappropriate and how they can intervene. It’s important to 
intervene and say that’s not OK in a safe way.” 

The Susan B. Anthony Project is a peer-support organization, 
not a clinical one, but every member of the team, including 
volunteers, is subjected to 40 to 50 hours of training specific to 
domestic and sexual violence. 

The Susan B. Anthony Project partners with the Connecticut 
Coalition Against Domestic Violence, the Connecticut Alliance 
To End Sexual Violence and the United Way of Northwest 
Connecticut. The project receives a large amount of financial 
support from the state, but Fusco says it’s the contributions from 
individuals within the community that make the largest difference. 

Anyone interested in volunteering or generally offering opinions 
and insights about the group’s services is encouraged to contact 
Fusco. She says she’s always happy to hear from the public. 

“Tt is difficult for people to reach out and ask for help around 
these issues,” says Fusco. “As soon as someone feels the capability 
to do that, we want to make sure we're there for them.”

Going Back to wisi Street

Up-and-coming venue 

is newly renovated, flexible 

and playing host to the some of 
the hottest shows in New Haven 


On a frigid Friday night in January, a 
throng of young, bundled, beanie-clad kids 
swarmed on College Street in New Haven. 
They pulsed with excitement, ready to get in 
the doors to see the two-piece “rocktronica” 
band Ratatat. A clear message was being sent 
to the public — that College Street Music 
Hall is here and it’s booking some of the most 
exciting talent in Elm City and beyond. 

Opened on May 1 inthe former Palace and 
Roger Sherman theatres, the new concert 
hall has consciously been differentiating 
itself from other venues. 

“There was a huge void for a purely music 
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filler,” 
says Keith Mahler, president of Premiere

This project was created by music lovers 





for music lovers, and contemporary acts are 
the crux of the business plan here. It was 
Mahler who saw the potential of this space, 
which has a pedigreed history all its own. 

The building was constructed in 1926 as 
the Roger Sherman Theatre and, in the 1960s, 
hosted New Haven’s first movie premiere, 
Butch Cassidy and The 
Sundance Kid, which was 
attended by stars Paul 
and Robert 
Redford. It was reborn in 
1984 as the Palace Theatre 
and welcomed impressive 
acts like B.B. King, Peter 
Frampton, the Dave 
Matthews Band and Run- 
DMC until its closure in 
2002. And that’s how it sat 
until 2015. 

College Street Music is

owned by the New Haven 
Center for the Performing 
Arts, 
was formed specifically for the project. All 


a nonprofit that 


decisions are overseen by the nonprofit’s 
board, which is headed by Elissa Getto, who 
brought the Stamford Center of Arts out of 
bankruptcy in the early 2000s. The board 
hired Mahler’s companies to oversee the 
venue and book talent. 

The team put College Street Music Hall 
through an extensive but rapid renovation 
before opening. Every surface was touched, 


from the marquee to the balcony seats. 
The inner workings of the building were 
updated, as were the floors and walls, with 
durable materials and modern aesthetics. 
In its new incarnation, College Street Music 


Hall is a flexible concert space that allows for 
shows with capacities from 650 to 2,000. The 





house slopes downward in large tiers with 
removable seats so they can host a seated or 
standing-only show. Upstairs, a fully seated 
original balcony provides great views of the 
stage. When only the house space is being 
used, large black scrims block the balcony so 
the venue doesn't look half empty. 

“It’s a completely flexible building,” says 
Mahler. “It feels like a contemporary venue. 
The Wiltern in [Los Angeles], that’s what I had

in my mind’s eye [when we were designing] 

The venue opened its doors for its first show 
— the Pink Floyd cover band The Machine 
with the Hartford Symphony Orchestra 
— a mere five months after the New Haven 
Center for the Performing Arts acquired the 
building. “It was a great show to open up 
with,” says Mahler. “Everybody 
loves Pink Floyd.” 

In the last year, College Street 
Music Hall has hosted more 
than 42 events and welcomed 
more than 35,000 audience 
members. Some of the biggest 
shows include recent Grammy- 
nominee Brandi Carlile, Beach 
House, Wilco and O.A.R. 

“This building is in its 
infancy. Bookers are getting 
used to putting New Haven 
back on touring schedules,” 
says Mahler. 

Dr. Dog will play the room 
on March 8, Lucinda Williams 
on March 12, Joe Satriani on March 29, The 
Mountain Goats on April 2, Ben Harper & 
The Innocent Criminals on April 6, plus 
many more. 

“Sparks are flying in New Haven. It’s a 
hot spot,” says Mahler. “The key to New 
Haven is that there are six colleges in the 
area. This is the right venue in the right 
place at the right time.”

Step Back in History with Spring Antiques Show 


With a bevy of antique shops clustered in 
several small towns, Connecticut has long 
been known as the place to go for quality 
antiquing. Dating as far back as the late 1800s 
when some of New England’s earliest antique 
dealers were living in Hartford, the state has 
amassed an impressive 
collection of vintage 
items from all periods. 

Many of these 
treasures can be found 
along the Antiques Trail, 
which is centered in 
Woodbury, known as 
the “Antiques Capital of 
Connecticut." But that is 
not the only place to score 
quality finds in the state. 

This spring, there are several great 
antique shows, including the 43rd annual 
Connecticut Spring Antiques Show — one 
of the largest in New England. 

Billed as “...a step back in history to a 
time when America was still in its infancy,” 
the Hartford show has a reputation as the 
pre-eminent place in the country to find 





pre-1840s American furniture. 

“Traditionally, the show has focused on 
early-American pieces and has a strong 
following of collectors who desire a one- 
of-a-kind, American-made masterpiece,” 
says Haddam Historical Society Executive 
Director Elizabeth 
Malloy. “The pieces 
presented are unique, 
the craftsmanship is 
unparalleled and they 
offer the consumer a 
tactile piece of history 
and beauty.” 

The show also features 
fine art and decorative 
arts like textiles, 
porcelain, pottery, brass, 
silver and more. More than 50 vendors from 
around New England, and as far away as 
Kansas and Missouri, will gather to show 
their wares to potential buyers. 

Three educational talks will enhance 
visitors’ antiquing experience throughout 
the weekend. Listen to American Folk Art: 
the Fancy and Fantasy by Bev Norwood on 


Saturday at 2 p.m., Furniture Restoration 
101 by Jim Gozzo of Gozzo Antiques and 
Restorations on Sunday at 1 p.m. and 
Looking at the Details by John Chaski on 
Sunday at 2 p.m. 

The Connecticut Spring Antiques Show 
was established in 1973 by Higganum 
resident and long-time antiques writer 
for The Hartford Times and The New 
York Times Frances Walker Phipps. She 
was a founding member of the Haddam 
Historical Society and a member of the 
team that restored the Thankful Arnold 
House Museum, both of which are still 
supported by the proceeds of this event. It 
was Phipps’ insistence that any furniture 
shown at the event must be American 
made prior to 1840, which is when mass 
production began in force. She oversaw the 
show until her death in 1986. 

The 43rd annual Connecticut Spring 
Antiques Show takes place at the Hartford 
Armory on March 19 from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
and on March 20 from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m.

Smitten with Shakespeare 


Hartford Stage’s artistic 
director, Darko Tresnjak, 
was in elementary 
school when he _ saw 
Shakespeare's Romeo & 
Juliet for the first time, 
and it wasn't on stage. 

“We were in a grade 
school and _ watched 
the movie with Olivia 
Hussey in a Washington, 
DC. theater,” he 
recalls, referring to the 


1968 Franco Zeffirelli 
production starring the 
actress and Leonard 


Whiting in the lead roles. 
“And we all squealed at 
the nude scene.” 

Decades later, Tresnjak, 
known for his love of The

“It’s the same text, but 
the setting is quite different,” says Tresnjak, 
who has directed several Shakespeare 
productions at Hartford Stage since he 
arrived in 2012. “The setting is after World 
War II, after the strikes and in the rubble,” 
he continues. “It is a play for me personally 
that makes sense because there are angry 
families and an economy collapsing. 

“It is a true love story and I finally felt it 
was the time to bring it here.” 

The stage production, which continues 
through March 20 and starts at $25 for 
tickets, tells the tale of the intense feud 
between the Montague and Capulet 
families. Set in Verona, the production stars 
Kaliswa Brewster and Chris Ghaffari as the 
young archetypal lovers whose ultimate 
deaths reconcile their feuding families. 

“I am very excited about this one,” 
Tresnjak says about his production that 
opened just days before Valentine’s Day. 
“It is a terrific acting company with stage 
veterans and wonderful young actors. 
Ghaffari is still in the Yale School of Drama, 
and Brewster is absolutely lovely, appearing 
here before in our La Dispute and Macbeth.” 

Tresnjak has proven himself as a hands-on 
director when it comes to his productions. 

“I choreographed it, adding the dancing 
myself,” says the award-winning Tresnjak. 
“T also designed the sets. 

“Sleeping is overrated, and the same for 
eating and exercising,’ he says. “Work is 











what keeps me going.” 

Asked about his own favorite soliloquy 
from the play, which includes some of 
Shakespeare’s most well-known lines, like 
“parting is such sweet sorrow, Tresnjak is 
quick to answer. 

“I love the monologue when she is 
waiting for her Romeo,” he says, reciting: 

Gallop apace, you fiery-footed steeds, 
Towards Phoebus’ lodging: such a wagoner 
As Phaethon would whip you to the west, 
And bring in cloudy night immediately. 

His affinity for the works of Shakespeare 
takes a step further this year as Hartford 
Stage prepares for its annual “Party in the 
Paint Shop” gala on March 19. This year’s 
theme is “Shakespeare in Bloom.” 

“The décor will feature flowers and 
quotes about flowers from the works of 
Shakespeare,” says Tresnjak. He surprised 
everyone when he first arrived in Hartford 
also diving head first into the annual gala 
plans and transforming them from ho- 
hum fundraisers into theatrical experiences 
complete with acrobats, trapeze artists and 
more. “We want it to be all about spring,”

he says, and wants everyone to wear 
something “in bloom,” like flowered ties 
and dresses and accessories. 

Taking over as  Hartford’s 
director in 2011, Tresnjak’s previous 
critically acclaimed Shakespeare 
productions include Macbeth, also at 
Hartford Stage, Hamlet, Twelfth Night and 
The Tempest. In 2014, he won the Tony, 
Drama Desk and Outer Critics Circle 
awards for Best Direction of a Musical for 
the Broadway production of A Gentleman’s 
Guide to Love and Murder, which debuted 
at Hartford Stage in 2012. Last year’s 
direction of The Killer at Brooklyn’s Theatre 
for a New Audience earned him an OBIE 
Award. 

Tresnjak’s most recent play at Hartford 
Stage was Rear Window, and he is slated 
to direct the world premiere of the new 
musical Anastasia in May. 

As for how he knows his production 
has been a success: “I know this sounds 
arrogant, but I know internally when I do 
well,” he says. “I have directed 100 shows, 
and know when I have satisfied myself. For 
me, it is an internal thing. I just know.”

California business. Someone now living in 
Florida received almost $1.5 million.

That basic information might have saved 
the 4,550 consumers nationwide who have 
lost more than $23 million since October 
2013 to scam artists identifying themselves 
as IRS representatives. The scammers call 
taxpayers and demand money or personal 
information, sometimes threatening jail time, 
or deportation, if they don’t pay immediately 
— often with an untraceable prepaid card.

Once you 
opt out from a telemarketer’s automated 
calls, the penalties rise to $1,500 per call. 
Save an image, a printscreen, of every 
unwanted robocall to your mobile phone or 
maintain a log with date and time of each 
call.

Star Castle, New Fairfield 


On a hill high above Squantz 
Pond State Park, the Star Castle sits 
like a leftover set piece from a 1950s 
science fiction flick. Designed by 
futurist architect Roy Mason, who 
was obsessed with building with low- 
cost materials and alternative energy 
sources, the house is made with 
sprayed and hardened foam rather 
than concrete. Mason was an early 
proponent of automation in houses in 
the ’70s and °80s. 

His most famous work was 
the Kissimmee Xanadu House in 
Orlando, Florida, the most popular 
of the three Xanadu Houses, a series 
of homes built in various locations 
to showcase examples of home 





automation. The Kissimmee Xanadu 
House was also made from insulation 
foam, and during the height of its 
popularity, in the °80s, attracted 
more than 1,000 visitors a day who 
were wowed by tech features like an 
automated “family dietician” in the 
kitchen that planned healthy meals 
for each family member. 

“No one’s really looked at the house 
as a total organic system,’ Mason told 
Compute! magazine in December 
1982. “The house can have intelligence 
and each room can have intelligence.” 

Mason died in 1996 and Xanadu 
House was demolished in 2005. Sadly, 
the Star Castle is one of only a few 
surviving examples of his work.

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“Woodstock Castle, 
Woodstock 


This real-life Connecticut castle would make a 
Disney princess jealous. Built in 2003, it comes 
complete with multiple turrets and a moat that 
can only be crossed by means of a stone bridge. 
Glimpsed through the trees of an otherwise 
unassuming Woodstock neighborhood, this , 
castle instantly fascinates all who see it. The 
fairy-tale dwelling has been on the market 
since late 2014 and was most recently listed for 
the princely sum of $39 million. 
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The Round House, Wilton 


Of all the houses listed here, this might just be the 
most futuristic. Measuring 72 feet in diameter, the circle- 
shaped house “hovers” 12 feet above the ground and can 
rotate 360 degrees. It was designed by famed architect 
Richard T. Foster and completed in 1968. It served as the 
home for Foster and his family from its completion until 
his death in 2002. 

Foster frequently collaborated with Philip Johnson, and 
Foster's fondness for roundness can be seen in one of their

If bigger really is better, then this house is the one for 
you. The gigantic 50,000-square-foot estate — the largest 
home in the state — boasts 21 bedrooms, 25 bathrooms, 
an indoor pool and hot tub, real-deal nightclub, indoor 
court, recording studio and a home theater. Other 
highlights include 17 acres with an indoor-outdoor pool, 
grotto, basketball court and guesthouses ... in case, you 
know, you run out of room in the main house. 

The house was built by Benjamin Sisti, founder of 
the Colonial Realty empire, used to be owned by boxer 
Mike Tyson and is currently owned by rapper Curtis 
Jackson, aka 50 Cent. The house can be yours for $8.5 
million, or you can rent it for $100,000 a month. Other 
mansions worth noting: Sunset Hall in Ridgefield 
and Dunnellen Hall in Greenwich (the late Leona 
Helmsley's former home).

more well-known works, the iconic World’s Fair Pavilion 
in Flushing, Queens, New York — including the Tent 
of Tomorrow and those instantly recognizable circular 
towers. Along with Johnson, Foster also designed several 
famous New York University buildings, including the 
Elmer Holmes Bobst Library. 

In Connecticut, the modern architectural duo was behind 
several well-known buildings at Yale, including the Kline 
Biology Tower, one of the tallest buildings in New Haven. 
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From the state Capitol’s shining dome 
to the chalk-white stone and ancient 
appearance of Gillette Castle, Connecticut 
is home to some spectacular buildings and 
structures that are as much a part of the state 
as the Shoreline, beautiful countryside and 
traffic on I-95. Here, we look at some of the 
state's most iconic buildings, homes, castles, 
monuments and memorials. 


Gillette Castle, East Haddam 


In the land of Connecticut tourist attractions, 
Gillette Castle is king. The castle was built by William 
Gillette, a legendary stage actor and playwright whose 
considerable wealth came not from the Gillette razor 
company, but from his razor-sharp portrayal of 
Sherlock Holmes, a character he helped make so iconic. 

Gillette's former home maintains a sense of 
mystery and eccentricity. There are built-in couches, 
a heated bed, an early fire-suppression system, a 
movable table on tracks, light switches made of 
carved wood, and 47 doors, each unique. There are

also trick cabinets and spy mirrors that allowed 
Gillette to look in unseen on his guests. 

The castle is located on a hill overlooking the 
Connecticut River, and for our money, the most fun 
way to visit the castle is via the Chester-Hadlyme 
Ferry, a short car-and-passenger ferry that lets 
guests gaze up at the castle as they approach.

Waterbury Union Station 


Dominating the Waterbury skyline for about a 
century, the clock tower that rises from Union Station 
is the city’s most iconic structure. Based on the 14th- 
century Torre del Mangia in Siena, Italy, the tower, built 
by the nearby Seth Thomas Co., stands nearly 250 feet. 
Opened in 1909, the tower was added to the building at 
the request of a railroad executive. 

At its transit height, the brick building, designed by New 
York firm McKim, Mead and White, saw 66 passenger

The iconic train station has seen death and rebirth. And 
not just once. After its predecessor was destroyed by fire, 
Union Station was opened at its current site in 1920. The 
product of American architect Cass Gilbert — who also 
designed New York’s Woolworth Building and the U.S. 
Supreme Court building — the station is an example of the 
beaux-arts tradition. (Think Grand Central Terminal and 
the New York Public Library.) 

Listed on the National Register of Historic Places, Union 
Station was shut down in 1972 after the railroad industry 
fell on hard times. Nearly razed before the Northeast 
Corridor Improvement Project saved the day in 1979, 
it was reopened in 1985 after renovations — including 
interior limestone walls, ornate ceilings, chandeliers and 
stainless steel ceilings in the tunnels to the trains.

Lockwood-Mathews Mansion,

A National Historic Landmark since 1971, this decadent 
mansion is regarded as one of the earliest and most significant 
Second Empire Style country houses in the U.S. When it 
was completed in 1868, the mind-bogglingly big, 62-room 
mansion set a new standard for opulence and raised the bar 
for later Gilded Age mansions erected by industrialists like the 
Vanderbilts. In the early 1960s, the City of Norwalk announced 
plans to demolish the house. Fortunately, a group formed to 
save the house. lockwoodmathewsmansion.com 


trains a day for the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad. Its arcaded facade, vaulted ceiling and sheer size 
are typical of railroad stations of the early 20th century. It’s 
also an example of the second Renaissance Revival, which 
strives for simplicity over ornamentality. When train 
traffic declined to only one commuter route, the building's 
interior was closed. Today, it houses the offices of the city’s 
daily newspaper, the Republican-American. 
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The Glass House, New Canaan 


People who live here shouldn't throw stones. 

Designed by Philip Johnson and completed 
in 1949, the iconic 55-foot-long, 33-foot-wide, 
see-through house with limited interior walls 
ushered the International Style into residential 
American architecture. According to the 
glass house museum, it is “best understood 
as a pavilion for viewing the surrounding 
landscape ... Each of the four exterior walls 
is punctuated by a centrally located glass door 


that opens onto the landscape.” 

The house, along with some of the 
propertys other buildings, served as the 
home for Johnson, who lived here from its 
completion until his death in 2005. Now a 
museum, the house sits on a 49-acre campus 
that includes other classics of design, 
including the Brick House, Painting Gallery, 
Sculpture Gallery and the Pavilion in the 
Pond.

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Wadsworth Atheneum 
Museum of Art, Hartford 


The museum is the steward of nearly 50,000 
objects, including Hudson River School landscapes 
and European Old Master paintings, but it’s included 
in this feature because ofits show-stopping, castle-like 
building. The “castle” was constructed in the 1840s 
at the site of the family home of Daniel Wadsworth, 
a wealthy patron of the arts. Acclaimed architects 
Alexander Jackson Davis and Ithiel Town, a hero of 
Connecticut architecture and a pioneer of Greek and 
Gothic revival, as well as covered-bridge engineering, 
designed it.

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Henry Whitfield State Museum, 
Guilford 


Connecticut, and the U.S. in general, does not have many man- 
made structures that qualify as ancient, but this unassuming 
stone house comes close. Built in 1639 (that’s 32 years after the 
founding of Jamestown and 19 years after the Pilgrims landed 
at Plymouth) by one of the town’s first settlers, the Rev. Henry 
Whitfield, the museum is the oldest dwelling in the state and 
New England’s oldest stone house. 

Even in 1899, when it became Connecticut's first state 
museum, the house was considered ancient. For 116 years, 
it's been open to guests for tours. Visitors get the chance to 
learn about the building and see changing displays, antique 
furnishings and local artifacts. cultureandtourism.org 
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Soldiers and 
Sailors Memorial 
Arch, Hartford 


This striking feature of 
Bushnell Park was erected 
in 1885 to honor the 4,000 
Hartford citizens who served 
in the Civil War and the 
400 Hartford soldiers who 
died fighting for the Union. 
Its design blends elements 
of a Greek frieze with two 
Norman castle towers. On 
Thursday afternoons from 
May through October, guided 
tours of the arch are offered 
and include a trip up the 96 
steps to the top of the arch.

This marble and granite cathedral 
of the legislative process has dazzled 
onlookers since it was built in 1878. 

“In the dazzling sunshine of a New- 
England Summer noon [it] sparkles like 
a fairy palace of frost-work,” proclaimed 
the New York Times when the capitol 
was completed. For the early part of 
its history, the General Assembly of 
Connecticut split its meetings between 
New Haven and Hartford, where from 
1792 on they met in the Old State 
House, a historic architectural wonder 
in its own right. After the Civil War, the 
split-capital system grew impractical, 
and Hartford won out as the state’s sole

Heublein Tower, Simsbury 


This striking tower was built by Gilbert 
Heublein, a wealthy businessman, in 1914 and 
was modeled after the Bavarian castles he saw 
growing up in his native Germany. Six stories 
and 165 feet high, Heublein told his architects 
to design it so that it could withstand 100- 
mph winds. The tower of concrete with white 
stucco is built on a frame of 12-inch steel 
girders anchored into the mountain’s bedrock. 

The tower served as the summer home for 
Heublein and his wife, who inspired the castle. 
The top story is an observatory that, at 1,000 
feet above sea level, offers panoramic views, 
on a clear day, of Long Island Sound, the 
Berkshires and Mount Monadnock 80 miles 
away in New Hampshire.

Saville Dam, Barkhamsted 


At the top of the 135-foot-high, 1,950-foot-long dam, 
a spired tower juts majestically out of the waters of the 
Barkhamsted Reservoir like something from a work 
by J.R.R. Tolkien. Located on the eastern branch of 
the Farmington River, the dam creates the 8-mile-long 
Barkhamsted Reservoir and serves as the primary water 
source for Hartford. The dam was completed in 1940 and 
the reservoir was full by 1948. Many farms, houses and 
the village of Barkhamsted Hollow in its entirety were 
flooded by the reservoir. The dam is named for its chief 
engineer, Caleb Mills Saville.

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Bulkeley Bridge, Hartford 
and East Hartford 


Many of us have driven over this architectural wonder 
without ever realizing it’s anything special. The bridge, which 
spans the Connecticut River connecting Hartford and East 
Hartford via Interstate 84, is a stone arch construction with 
nine spans. When it was completed in the early 1900s, it was 
the largest stone arch bridge in the world. It is one of the oldest 
bridges in use on the interstate highway system and one of the 
largest and last major stone arch bridges to be built in New 
England. More than 100,000 cars cross over it each day. 
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Grove Street Cemetery 
entrance, New Haven 


This imposing brownstone gateway 
is a powerful example of the Egyptian 
Revival style of architecture. Completed 
in 1845, it was designed by New Haven 
architect Henry Austin, who is buried in 
the cemetery. One of the first cemeteries 
to offer family plots, it helped popularize 
novel ideas for colonists, like the 
sanctity of the deceased and permanent 
memorials. It carries “THE DEAD 
SHALL BE RAISED” as its threshold 
promise. grovestreetcemetery.org 


Austin House, Hartford 


From the front, this Scarborough Street house seems as grand 
as any mansion, but look a little closer and you'll see that instead 
of being built from bricks and stucco, it’s made of painted boards 
and isa mere 18 feet deep. 

Despite its thin footprint, “The Facade House,” as it came to be 
called, was a real home. Built in the 1930s by A. Everett “Chick” 
Austin Jr., the legendary director of the Wadsworth Atheneum 
from 1927 to 1944, the house was designed in imitation of The 
Palladian villas of Italy, albeit with a healthy dose of Art Deco 
thrown in. At the house, Austin, who was also a magician, and his 
wife entertained notable guests, including Salvador Dali, Alexander 
Calder, Gertrude Stein, Aaron Copland and Virgil Thomson. 

The magic of the home continues to be enjoyed, as it is 
currently “the largest object” in the Wadsworth Atheneum 
collection.

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Arcade Mall, Bridgeport 
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“Hidden” in plain sight on an unassuming Bridgeport city block is one 


Roseland Cottage, 
Woodstock 


Built in 1846, in the recently 
popular Gothic Revival style, the 
cottage continues to epitomize 
the best that style has to offer, 
with its steep gables, decorative 
bargeboards and ornamented 
chimney pots. It is also home 
to what is believed to be the 
nation’s oldest surviving indoor 
bowling alley.

Yale: Tradition, 


Technology

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As one of the oldest universities in 
the country, Yale has a long and storied 
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architectural history that puts it on a plane 


of its own. The campus has structures 
that date back to the university’s earliest 
incarnations, while it has also forged into 
the modern collegiate 
landscape with more 
contemporary buildings. 

Its the confluence of 
these two ideas — keeping 
with tradition while not 
falling behind the curve 
— that is a pressing issue 
for all institutions of 
higher education. 

“Many colleges deal 
very badly with it,’ says 
Dean and J.M. Hoppin 
Professor of Architecture 
Robert A. M. Stern. “They 
swap traditional buildings 
with fads in contemporary 
architecture.” 

Fortunately, Yale has not fallen victim to 
many trends, but they also haven't been afraid 
of advancement. As Stern says, the university 
has been “peppering the campus with 
modernist buildings” for a long time; some of 
which are major feats of modern architecture 
that have set Yale apart in that way, as well. 
One of Yale’s major strengths is that it's deeply 
embedded in the city of New Haven, which 
puts its architecture in the public sightline, 
ushering in ample praise and some criticism. 

Here, we take a closer look at a few examples 
of Yale University’s impressive architecture. 
Note: Names listed are architects; years listed 
are when the buildings opened. 
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David S. Ingalls Rink 


Eero Saarinen, 1959 

Ingalls Rink, located on Sachem 
Street, is one of the most visually 
striking buildings on Yale’s campus. It 
was designed by famed architect Eero 
Saarinen (also known for designing the 
St. Louis Arch) in 1934 and built 25 years 
later. It is named for Yale men’s ice hockey 
captains David S. Ingalls ’20 and David 
S. Ingalls Jr. ‘56. Inside, crater seating 
around the rink assures great views 
from any vantage point, but it’s really 
the exterior of the building that wows 
visitors. The roof is supported by a central 
300-foot spine with support cables. The 
gentle humpbacked roof has elicited many 
comparisons, including a Norse helmet 
and a brontosaurus, but the most popular 
nickname, by far, is the Yale Whale.

Yale University Art Gallery 


Egerton Swartwout, 1926, and Louis I. Kahn, 1953 

The Yale University Art Gallery, located on Chapel Street between High and York streets, is a perfect 
example of the university's combination of old and new architecture. Established in 1832, the gallery 
is the oldest art museum within an institution of higher education. The original Trumbull Gallery no 
longer stands, but in its place are three historic buildings that house a variety of versatile galleries. 

The Old Yale Art Gallery was constructed in 1926 by Egerton Swartwout and borrows many 
Florentine elements. A similarly designed bridge spans High Street, connecting the art gallery to 
Street Hall. The entrance of the gallery is a renowned building of concrete, glass and steel built in 1953 
by Louis I. Kahn, a well-respected Yale professor. This was the first modernist building constructed at 
Yale and Kahn’s first significant commission. It is celebrated for its bold beauty, geometry and light, as 
well as its structural and engineering innovations.

Designed as a classical colosseum and 
updated with top-of-the-line hydrology and 
geology, the Yale Bowl evokes the feeling 
of the revered Roman landmark and is 
visually stunning on the inside, with about 
70,000 seats in a slow descent to the field. 
The stadium is located about a mile and a 
half from the main campus on the border 
with West Haven on the 150-acre athletic 
campus. The Yale Bowl was completed in 
time for the university’s all-important game 
against rival Harvard University on Nov. 21, 
1914. The Crimson won 15-5.

To call the Beinecke Rare Book and Manuscript Library an iceberg 
is an apt metaphor. The majority, and certainly the true beauty of 
the building, lies beneath the surface, but what can be seen is also 
powerful. The obtrusive square building made of Vermont marble 
and granite, bronze and glass seems to float atop the Hewitt University 
Quadrangle. Its marble panels filter light so the rare materials housed 
inside can be displayed without damage. Inside, visitors are struck by 
the building’s core — a stunning glass tower of books. Two staircases 
ascend on either side of the tower to the mezzanine for ideal viewing.

Paul Rudolph, 1963 

Feelings about Rudolph Hall, which houses 
Yale's Department of Architecture (which is 
celebrating its 100th anniversary), are mixed, to 
say the least, spanning from adoration to disgust. 
Designed by Paul Rudolph, the first chairman 
of the Department of Architecture, the building 
has been praised for its play with light, vistas and 
structure. It was celebrated during construction 
for its artistic leanings, but it has been criticized 
forits functional drawbacks. 


Woolsey Hall 


John M. Carrére & Thomas Hastings, 1902 

Part of a complex that includes the Memorial 
Rotunda and University Commons, Woolsey 
Hall was built at the beginning of the 20th century 
to mark the university's bicentennial by Carrére 
and Hastings, who also designed the New York 
Public Library. It is used by the School of Music for 
performances by the Philharmonia Orchestra of 
Yale, the undergraduate Yale Symphony Orchestra, 
Yale Concert Band, New Haven Symphony 
Orchestra and recitals on the Newberry Memorial 
Organ, one of the world’s largest pipe organs.

Dinosaur State Park Arboretum 
of Evolution, Rocky Hill 


Dinosaur State Park, which was opened 
in 1968 after 2,000 dinosaur tracks were 
uncovered during the excavation of a 
building, is dedicated to preserving and 
celebrating prehistoric history. Five hundred 
of those tracks are enclosed in the Exhibit 
Center's geodesic dome, and the park's 
200-million-year-old sandstone trackway is 
a Registered Natural Landmark. 

The park’s Arboretum of Evolution ties into 
the overall mission by working to preserve 
plants whose ancestors appeared during the 
Mesozoic Era — the age of dinosaurs. The 
property includes an impressive fir collection 
including Douglas and Nordmann; a cedar 
collection with deodar and blue atlas; the 
arborvitae wall, which means “tree of life” 
and refers to conifers, some of which can 
live up to 300 years; an East Asian garden; 
a rock garden with junipers, false cypresses 
and more. More than 250 varieties comprise 
the arboretum, which was started more than 
30 years ago. 

“The purpose is to give visitors a sense 
of what the plant life was like during that 
time period,’ Environmental Education 
Coordinator Meg Enkler told us in an email. 

The Arboretum of Evolution is open 
during the park’s regular hours, from 9 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m.

Marsh Botanical 
Garden, New Haven 


The Marsh Botanical Garden has been 
providing educational and research support 
to Yale University since its establishment at 
the beginning of the 20th century. The eight- 
acre property, which includes six greenhous- 
es, offers space, supplies and expertise to the 
molecular, cellular and developmental biol- 
ogy department, ecology and evolutionary 
biology department and the School of For- 
estry and Environmental Studies. However, 
all of the departments at Yale are welcome to 
take advantage of the impressive collections 
of carnivorous, tropical and desert plants 
and outdoor gardens. 

The Marsh Botanical Garden was named 
after famed paleontologist and dinosaur 
discoverer Othniel Charles Marsh, whose 
uncle, George Peabody, founded Yale’s Pea- 
body Museum of Natural History. It has 
enjoyed a long and celebrated history, in- 
cluding in the 1920s when Beatrix Farrand 
designed a formal garden on the property, 
which drew thousands of visitors per year. 
The Marsh Botanical Garden received a 
facelift with new greenhouses and research 
space in 2003 under the direction of Tim 
Nelson, professor in molecular, cellular and 
developmental biology. 

The Marsh Botanical Garden may be 
centered around Yale, but it is also open to 
the public. Visitors who are not associated 
with the university are welcome to explore 
through self-guided tours. Groups of six or 
more are encouraged to call ahead.

Conservation Center, Litchfield 


The White Memorial Conservation Center 
is a true paradise of 4,000 acres of preserved 
forests, fields and wetlands adjacent to 
Bantam Lake in Litchfield and Morris.

It’s all anchored by the Conservation Center, 
which provides year-round programs for all 
ages, and the Nature Museum, with exhibits 
on local natural history, conservation and 
ecology. 

Forty miles of trails allow the public to 
explore the property through hiking, bik- 
ing, horseback riding, snowshoeing, cross- 
country skiing and other activities. By far 
the most popular trail is the Little Pond, or 
“Boardwalk” Trail, that includes a wooden 
boardwalk that traverses the woods and 
marshes right above the edge of the pond, 
but there are many others that criss-cross 
the property. Ten ponds, Bantam Lake and 
six miles of Bantam River punctuate the 
landscape and are open for kayaking, ca- 
noeing, wildlife viewing and fishing. Each 
watershed is different and offers spectacular 
views. Campgrounds and a marina provide 
plenty of options to visitors. 

The property is under the direction of The 
White Memorial Foundation, which was 
founded in 1913 by Alain C. White and his 
sister, May W. White. The foundation remains 
committed to protecting the forests and coun- 
tryside of northwestern Connecticut. 

White Memorial’s grounds and trails are 
open to the public 24 hours a day all year 
long. The Nature Museum is open Monday 
through Saturday from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. and 
Sunday from noon until 5 p.m., excluding 
major holidays.

rad Barr had studied the disaster for years. 
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He had read the first-hand accounts in old newspapers 
and memoirs, heard the stories and legends passed 
down in maritime circles for generations and visited 
some of the gravestones in Connecticut, and elsewhere, that attempted 


to sum up, in a few short words, the extraordinary lives of those buried 
beneath. It was a story of women, children, men and memories forever 
linked by one awful month in the Arctic. 


In 1871, 33 whaling ships, including 
two from Connecticut and a third with 
a Connecticut captain and owner, were 
trapped and crushed by pack ice off 
Alaska’s Arctic coast. They were only 
yards, and in some cases feet, away from 
shore. The whalers had counted on a 
wind shift driving the ice out to sea as it 
had done in the past, but the ice didn't 
clear and they were forced to abandon 
their boats. More than 1,200 whalers, 
and in many cases their wives and family 
members, were stranded in unforgiving 
conditions, on a desolate section of beach 
stretching from Wainwright to Point 
Franklin in northern Alaska. 

It was a disaster of epic proportions, 
costing the whaleship owners and their 


crews millions in today’s dollars. It 
was also a critical factor in the whaling 
industrys decline. The story of the 
disaster has become part of whaling lore, 
the ships thought to be destroyed and 
lost for 144 years. 

A Hanover, Massachusetts-based 
archaeologist with the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration, 
Barr believed there could be physical 
remains of that disaster hiding under 
the icy waters at the top of the globe. 
“Earlier research by a number of scholars 
suggested that some of the ships that 
were crushed and sunk might still be on 
the seabed,” Barr says. “But no one had 
found definitive proof of any of the lost 
fleet beneath the water.”

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Hunting for these relics of the past was 
not easy. The waters off Arctic Alaska are 
among the most unexplored on the globe. It 
is difficult and expensive to charter ships for 
scientific surveys, and to this day, Barr only 
knows of two that operate in the region. In 
addition, the cold, salty, rough conditions of 
the region wreak havoc on equipment. 

For almost a decade, Barr and colleagues 
at the Maritime Heritage Program in 





NOAA's Office of National Marine 
Sanctuaries worked to get funding 
for a survey of the area. They 
began planning the expedition a 
few years ago, and last summer, 
with technology partners Hypack 
and Edgetech, NOAA launched a 
scientific survey of the region. (Their 
dramatic findings were announced 
in January.) 

The team of experts assembled 
for the mission included Vitad 
Pradith of Guilford. Pradith 
was a physical scientist with the 
NOAA Office of Coast Survey and 
currently works for Hypack in 
Middletown. Pradith’s job was to 
conduct acoustic mapping of the 
survey area. He was searching for 
anomalies on the seafloor, a sudden 
protrusion or another unexpected 
landscape feature that could signal 
the presence of a shipwreck. He was 
hopeful, but far from certain, that 
wrecks would be located. “Most of 
the times you do a project like this, 
you don’t find things,” he says. “My 
goal was to maximize the value of 
why we were there; in this case, it 
was to collect data.” 

More optimistic was James 
Delgado, who works out of NOAA 
headquarters in Silver Spring, 
Maryland, and is maritime heritage 
director for NOAA’s Office of 
National Marine Sanctuaries and 
served with Barr as the survey's co- 
director. He knew from past surveys 


that the Arctic does not always destroy 
ships if there is a natural obstacle like a 
sand bar, large rocks or a sheltered cove to 
partially divert the force of tons of ice. In 
old accounts of the disaster, the whaleship 
captains had mentioned a sandbar-like 
obstruction. This gave Delgado a glimmer 
of hope that some physical remnants had 
survived in more than just memory. 


‘A power which 
cannot be expressed’ 


William Fish Williams of Wethersfield 
was just 12 when the voyage that would 
change the fates of so many began. He was 
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accompanying his father, Thomas, 
captain of the bark Monticello, which 
left port in New London on Nov. 
24, 1870. It was not unusual for the 
families of ship captains to accompany 
them on voyages. His mother, Eliza 
Azelia Williams, regularly traveled 
with her husband, and several of his 
siblings were born at sea. 
The ship sailed to 
the South Pacific and 
Japan. On April 10, 
1871, it left Yokohama 
for the Bering Sea to 
hunt bowhead whales. 
As it approached the 
Arctic, it became part 
of an unofficial fleet of 
40 whaling ships spread 

out in a 60-mile line. 
The Monticello was 
one of two New London- 
based ships in the “fleet.” 
The other, the J.D. Thompson, had 
left New London in June 1868 under 
the command of Captain Charles E. 
Allen. Another ship, the bark Paiea 
of Honolulu, was owned by the New 
London-based firm Williams & Haven 
and captained by Horace M. Newbury 

of Groton. 

New London was one of the world’s 


whaling centers in the 1800s. In 
terms of whaling voyages launched, 
it trailed only San _ Francisco 
and the Massachusetts ports of 
Provincetown, Nantucket and New 
Bedford. In 1850, more than $1 
million in whale oil and bone had 
passed through New London — over 
$31 million in today’s dollars. 

The whaling industry asa whole was 
one of the biggest in the nation, with 
more than 2,700 whaleships prowling 
the ocean at its height. Though it was 
whale oil that lit the world’s lamps, 
the industry had a dark side. The 
unceasing consumer appetite for oil 
had led the mighty leviathans to be 
hunted to such an extent that, even by 
the end of the 1800s, their numbers 
were diminishing. In fact, it was the 
declining numbers that led to the 
first Arctic whaling expeditions. 

“The whales had been so heavily 
hunted for so long that it became so 
much harder for the ships to find 
them,” says Fred Calabretta, curator of 
collections and oral historian at Mystic 
Seaport. He adds that when Arctic 
whaling was opened in the 1840s, 
“the discovery of this new population 
of whales in the Arctic really gave the 
industry a shot in the arm.” 
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Young William’s ill-fated 1870s 
voyage began as a pleasant one. “I do 
not recall ever having any lonesome 
or long days in my experience as a 
whaler,” he would later recall in an 
address to the Brooks Club, of New 
Bedford, in 1902 (reprinted in the 
book One Whaling Family). 

However, danger was a constant, 
even in the best of times. Ships getting 
trapped by the shifting ice was not 
uncommon; more than 30 ships had 
been lost in the region between 1850 
and 1871. In whaler lingo, getting 
wrecked by the ice was called being 
nipped. “This is something of an 
understatement; the power of the 
ice would just crush these massive 
ships,’ Calabretta says. 

Even still, by 1871 whalers had 
established a routine in the Arctic. 
They would arrive in the late spring or 
early summer, hunt for whales for a few 
months, then wait for the ice to break 
in August or September and leave. 

But early on in the season of 1871, 
there were signs that something was 
different. As they arrived in the region, 
William and the rest of the Monticello 
crew learned that the bark Oriole had 
been wrecked after running into a piece 
of ice, and the crew was picked up by

other whaleships in the area. It was 
the first whaleship to be claimed by 
the ice that year, but it wouldn't be 
the last. 

The Monticello crew also 
learned that during the previous 
season, advancing ice had 


destroyed the bark Japan. Eight 
people in the Japan’s crew 
died, and the rest survived the 


winter by seeking shelter with 
the native Inuit. The ship’s 
provisions had been lost and 
they lived on blubber and 
walrus meat cooked with the 
hair on it. “Like everything 
connected with the sea, you 
pass so quickly from comedy 

to tragedy,” William said. 
Though none of _ the 
whalemen expected __ the 
disaster that was approaching, 
William was not unaware 
of the danger of the Arctic. 
Looking at the pack ice, he 
was awed by its beauty. “The 
pack is not, therefore, in its 
individual parts imposing, grand or beautiful, 
but as a whole under all the varying conditions of 
an Arctic sky, from brilliant sunshine to a leaden 
gloom, it is a magnificent spectacle.” But he also 
recognized its terrible power. “When you stop to 
consider that it represents ages of accumulation 
and that there is beneath the surface nearly ten 
times more bulk than what you can see, you 
realize that there is something to be considered 
beside beautiful effects that there is within it a 
power which cannot be expressed and can only be 


















partially comprehended.” 


‘No amount of technology 
can ever defeat Mother Nature’ 


More than a century later, that ice can still be a 
bane to vessels in the region. “The biggest challenge 
is just how quickly things change,’ says Mike 
Fleming, captain of the R/V Ukpik, a research vessel 
(RV) chartered by NOAA for its survey last summer. 
“T’ve seen islands pop up over a winter storm cycle; 
there’s a place where the boat can go one year and 
the next year there’s dirt in the same spot.” 

The NOAA team arrived in August. Like the 
whalers whose long-lost vessels they were searching 
for, they went during the summer to avoid the ice. 
Based on old accounts, they narrowed the search 
area down to 17 square miles, along about 37 miles 
of coastline. They worked close to shore in shallow 
waters that were almost always less than 40 feet 
deep, with an average depth of around 28. Like the 
sailors who had brought them to the area, they had 
to be aware of the shifting pack ice, and there were 
a few times when the search almost had to be called 


off because they were worried they'd get stuck 
behind it. 
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“Working in the North Slope of 
Alaska can be very unforgiving, 
not only on the people, but also on 
the technology,” Pradith recalls. 
“It is a harsh environment and no 
amount of technology can ever defeat 
Mother Nature. So you learn to make 
contingency plans, adapt and mitigate 
the risk in any way that you can. 
But in the end, it is an environment 
that you must be comfortable being 
uncomfortable.” 

The most uncomfortable moment 
for Pradith came when there was an 
equipment failure with the sonar. To 
fix it, the R/V Ukpik had to find cover 
ina cove and Pradith had to get off the 
main boat and into a small inflatable 
rubber boat. “We're in a cove in the 
Arctic and it’s cold and the wind’s 
howling and I’m sitting underneath 
the front of the [main] boat trying 
to fix this sensor barehanded. [I was] 
like, ‘this is not fun at all, but it’s part 
of the game.”

In June 1871, the ice broke up, and 
many of the whaleships in the Alaskan 
Arctic moved farther into the region 
hunting whales. The ice surrounded 
many of the ships in July, but in early 
August, it broke up again and most of 
the ships resumed whaling. However, 
the local Inuit warned some captains 
that the ice was behaving differently 
this year and they should get out 
while they could. 

That warning went unheeded. 

In the logbook of Captain 
Newbury of the Paiea, reprinted in 
Oil and Buggy Whips by Barnard L. 
Colby, it is clear that in the beginning 
of August the primary concern was 
still finding whales. But as the month 
progressed, the danger posed by the 
ice became more apparent. On Aug. 
17, Newbury wrote, “Sent off four 
boats. They returned having heard 
of several whales in the ice but saw 
none. Ship still tied up to the ice.” 

Two days later, the situation had 
grown more dire. “Boats all on board. 
Ice crowding inshore, the whole fleet 
beinginanarrowstrip of water between 
the ice and land in shoal water.” 

On Aug. 29, strong winds and snow 
from the southwest began to push 
the ice more quickly toward shore, 
hemming the boats closer together. 
Captain Williams of the Monticello 
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decided he had had enough and 
attempted to leave the whaling waters, 
but struck ice and was grounded. 

The next day, other whaling ships 
sent their crews to help the Monticello 
escape. Captain Williams’ son seemed 
unconcerned by the danger and 


remembered fondly the camaraderie of 


the whale crews who worked together 
to aid his father’s ship. “To me it was a 
gala day, the decks fairly swarmed with 
men, orders were executed with a snap 
and vigor that only a sailor can put into 
his work when he is pleased to.” 

But adults among the whaleships 
had begun to realize that failing to 
find whales might soon be the least 
of their problems. Newbury’s mood 
had clearly darkened. That same day, 
Aug. 30, he wrote, “Snowing hard; ice 
packed in close. Boats not returned. | 


have seen enough of Arctic whaling if 


this is a specimen.” 

Newbury was far from the most 
pessimistic captain. By Aug. 31, 
Timothy Packard of the Henry Taber 
had begun to fear the worst, writing, 
“Oh how many of this ship’s company 
will live to see the last days of next 
August? God only knows. I will trust 
to his wise hand.” 

The ships were hemmed in near 
Wainwright, in a strip of water less 
than a half-mile wide between the 
ice and shore. As September began, 
the ice began to crush some of the 
trapped vessels. Their crews survived, 
however, and were split among the 
remaining ships. 

Seven other ships that had been 
sailing in the area were unaccounted 
for, and it was unclear if they were 
inside or outside of the ice. 

On Sept. 9, the captains of the fleet 
met. They realized it was likely their 
ships would not escape and they 
needed to move quickly in order to 
survive. Going to shore and enduring 
the winter in the barren region was a

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grim prospect, as they only had a few 
months’ provisions and no shelter. 
The ships sent a scouting party via 
whaleboat, the much smaller and 
more maneuverable satellite vessels 
sent out to get whales within harpoon 
range. By a mixture of sailing, rowing 
and carrying these boats over bigger 
patches of ice, the scouting party 
reached largely open water and was 
able to find the other seven ships in the 
whale fleet, which were relatively safe 
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Matthew Lawrence ready sonar sensor equipment.

from the ice. The scouts asked these 
ships to stay and assist with a rescue. 

The captains and crews agreed to 
stand by in the hopes of saving the 
more than 1,200 people who would 
soon be shipwrecked. Though it was 
risky for them to wait, and would 
certainly cost them money, helping 
fellow sailors was part of the unwritten 
code of the sea. 

“Tell them all,” said Captain James 
Dowden of the bark Progress, one of 
the ships, “I will wait for them as long 
as I have an anchor left or a spar to 
carry a sail.” 


‘This very clear image’ 


In August, R/V Ukpik team 
members took turns watching various 
instrumentation. Delgado was on the 
midnight-to-8 a.m. shift with another 
researcher. It was the season of the 
midnight sun, and instead of a true 
darkness, twilight had descended as 
the ship moved over the survey area. 
“We were watching the sonar screens 
when, all of a sudden, we had a very 
strong magnetometer hit and we had 
this very clear image on the sonar of 
sections of hull,’ Delgado recalls. “It’s 
very tempting to want to go right back 
and look, but we continued the survey, 
because an awful lot of this is just a 
meticulous, careful, systematic survey. 
Mapping by mowing the lawn is what 
we call it.” Later, they would return 
and examine the area more closely. 


"+. the leave-taking of our ship’ 


On Sept. 12, the captains of 
the trapped ships held their last 
conference and decided to abandon 


their ships on the 14th and make for 
the waiting vessels. They drew up a 
document of abandonment, which 
was signed by all of the captains 
and began, “Know all men by these 
presents, that we, the undersigned, 
masters of whale-ships now lying at 
Point Belcher, after holding a meeting 
concerning our dreadful situation, 
have came to the conclusion that our 
ships cannot be got out this year...” 

Even the generally upbeat William 
grew solemn when recounting the 
moment of abandonment. “I doubt if 
I can adequately describe the leave- 
taking of our ship,” he wrote. “The 
usual abandonment of a ship is the 
result of some irreparable injury 
and is executed in great haste; but 
here we were leaving a ship that was 
absolutely sound, that had been our 
home for nearly ten months and 
had taken us safely through many a 
trying time.” 

In the small whaleboats and 
by foot, 1,219 men, women and 
children embarked on a 70-mile trip 
to the waiting whaleships-turned- 
makeshift-rescue ships. Miraculously, 
everyone survived. 

To accommodate the shipwrecked 
whalers, the waiting whaleships had 
to empty their holds, giving up the 
precious cargo they had spent months 
or, in some cases, years accruing. 
Even still, the survivors were packed 
in. “Pushed together shoulder 
to shoulder as bad as any Irish 
immigrants,’ wrote one survivor, 
according to John R. Bockstoce, 
author of Whales, Ice & Men, which 
recounts the disaster in great detail.

The disaster cost, in total of lost 
ships and cargo, more than $1.6 
million in the currency of the day 
(nearly $48 million today). New 
Bedford, Massachusetts, was hit 
hardest, losing 22 ships. Few of the 
ships were replaced, as owners used 
the insurance money to get out of the 
already declining whaling industry 
and invest in textile mills or other 
less speculative enterprises. 

Less fortunate were the captains 
who had abandoned their cargo to 
save the lives of their fellow seamen. 
It was 19 years before the USS. 
government reimbursed them, but 
at that point it is doubtful the crews 
— who were normally paid a share of 
each voyage's profits — were tracked 
down and given their share.

Barr and Delgado’s team ultimately 
determined what Delgado had 
observed on the sonar screen was 
two battered, but remarkably well- 
preserved, hulls of 1800s whaling 
ships. Despite their good condition, 
the survey team was not able to 
positively ID them. The wreck site also 
contained anchors, fasteners, ballast 
and brick-lined pots, which were used 
to render whale blubber into oil. 

The ships are believed to be two of 
the more than 30 trapped in the ice in 
1871, though there is a chance they are 
from another ice wreck from a similar 
time. Might the two be the ships with 
Connecticut ties? It’s possible. What’s 
certain, however, is that neither is 
the Monticello. It was confirmed as 
destroyed shortly after the disaster. 

In the years following the calamity, 
wooden timbers, metal pieces and 
other items from the once-mighty 
whaling vessels washed ashore. 
Nearby villagers used some of these 
items in buildings. 

Itis likely the two recently discovered 
ships are not alone in their icy grave. 

During the survey, the team 
searched for signs of magnetic 
signals. “Throughout the entire area 
that was surveyed, there were these 
concentrations of magnetic anomalies 
that suggest there are buried wrecks 
or portions of wrecks very much like 
what we surveyed,” Barr says. 

Delgado believes the ships were 
flattened and preserved by the 
topography of the region. “Captains 


















































talked about an offshore ledge, or a 
sand bar that they tried to get their 
ships over in hopes that the ice would 
snag on that offshore obstruction and 
not crush their ships. Of course they 
didn’t make it; the ships were caught 
and rammed up against the bar by the 
ice and sunk, but what happened was 
that the ice that tore off their upper 
works, their decks and their masts, 
the bottom parts of the ship stayed 
on the bottom and that’s what we're 
seeing in this case with the two ships 
that we found.” He adds, “The ice not 
only can destroy, but it can preserve.” 


Life after whaling 


The three Connecticut captains 
went in different directions after 
1871. It was the last whaling voyage 
for Captain Allen, who skippered the 
New London-based J.D. Thompson. 
For a time, he tried to run a ferry 
between New London and Groton, 
but a competitor had the leg up on 
him, so he returned to ocean work, 
this time as a merchant marine. He 
died at sea on what was to be his last 
voyage when his ship got caught in a 
gale while en route from Philadelphia 
to Cuba, and all aboard were lost. 
Captain Newbury, of the Paiea, 
also retired from whaling and spent 
the last years of his life in Groton, 
where he gained some notoriety as an 
amateur doctor. He died in 1906. 

In 1872, Captain Williams of the 
Monticello returned to the Arctic 
to salvage what he could from the 
abandoned ships. He found the bow 
and stern of his ship a half-mile apart 
and was able to recover the Minerva 
from what had become a graveyard of 
whaling vessels. 

Williams continued to command 









whaleships and take his son William 
on voyages with him. He died in 1885 
and is buried in Wethersfield at the 
Ancient Burial Grounds and Village 
Cemetery. His son sailed on later 
whaling voyages and relocated to New 
Bedford for a time, where he served as 
an engineer with the Massachusetts 
State Highway Commission, according 
to the History of New Bedford, edited 
by Zephaniah W. Pease. He died in 
1923 and is buried near his father and 
other family members in Wethersfield. 


‘There remain so many things 
to be found’ 


Now that the area has _ been 
surveyed and evidence of ships 
found, it is unlikely the NOAA will 
organize any future expeditions. 
But Barr and Delgado believe that 
other organizations will eventually 
build on their groundwork. “T think 
there are other folks, in Alaska in 
particular, that have an interest, and 
I would hope that there is more work. 
I think more work could be done in 
terms of physically mapping the site,” 
Delgado says. He also hopes others 
will study the two wrecks in greater 
detail. “There’s an ability to do a level

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of archaeological work, that’s not unlike 
forensic work, that I think could even help 
pinpoint which ship is which.” 

Either way, the ships will remain hidden, 
as the NOAA team is not releasing the 
precise location of the wrecks to the general 
public. This is to protect the ships against 
looters, though the potential for looting is 
relatively low, as the ships do not contain 
anything of value that would draw the 
interest of treasure hunters. ‘The site is also 
protected by historic preservation laws, as 
well as its extreme remoteness. 

Barr says it is important that the ships 
remain untouched. “While they have 
obviously been disturbed by the ice 
movement over 144 years, there is no 
compelling reason to further alter the 
archaeological integrity of the site by 
doing more than perhaps documenting the 
wreckage [by] taking detailed measurements 
and further photo-documenting the site by 
trained maritime archaeologists, using scuba 
or some other remote imaging technology, 
and cataloging any artifacts observed,” he 
says. “Unlike many shipwrecks, which are 
the final resting place for the people who 
died when that ship was lost and therefore 
deserve to be respected and preserved as a 
gravesite, this is not a consideration here, 
as all stranded in the 1871 abandonment 
were ultimately rescued. However, the best 
approach to preservation is to leave the place 
as you found it.” 

Delgado hopes the find will inspire future 
generations of explorers. “You can read 
about a city like Troy, but then when the 
archaeologists excavate it and you see those 
walls, then the ancient story comes to life,” 
he says. “In this case, this Arctic whaling 
disaster, unphotographed but captured in 
memory and in writing and in lithographs, 
suddenly is very real. It’s important for the 
next generation to realize we live in a world 
where not everything has been done, where 
not everything has been found. The oceans 
are 95 percent unexplored. There remain so 
many things to be found.” a

Roots Down’s lamb burger

Quiet Corner Gem 


Roots Down, Woodstock 

Tucked away in the Quiet Corner, there is a new 
restaurant that’s making quite a bit of noise. We began 
hearing rumblings about this locally sourced eatery months 
ago when we _ were collecting restaurant recommendations 
from experts and readers for our annual Best Restaurants 
issue in January. 

The name Roots Down had been unknown to us before then, but it 
popped up again and again, eventually landing on our Experts Picks 
“Best New Restaurant” list and securing the winning spot in the “New” 
and “Hidden Gem” categories by our readers. We knew we had to see —

and taste — what all the fuss was about. 

On a cold January night, a friend and I set out on the hour- 
and-a-half drive from the Connecticut Magazine offices in New 
Haven to Woodstock. When we arrived at the small building 
that vaguely resembled a country home with blue shutters and 
a wide porch, the parking lot was all but empty. Admittedly, we 
were on the early side for dinner, and as the night wore on, the 
small, cabin-like restaurant began to fill. 

When we entered the dining room, which was filled 
with large, lightly colored pine booths and tables with 
black chairs, we were greeted by a friendly hostess/waitress. 
We selected a high-top table in the restaurant's minimalistic log 
cabin-like bar room. 

The Roots Down philosophy centers on fresh, locally sourced 
ingredients combined in interesting, and at times, unusual ways. 


Chef and owner Adam Trifone obtains 
ingredients from as nearby as possible. During 
the growing season, Roots Down purchased 
produce and protein from nine or 10 farms in 
the area, and about 80 percent of their menu 
was locally grown. Through the winter, the 
restaurant was forced to cut back based on 
what was available. The staff makes as much as 
they can in house, including breads, smoked 
meats, salad dressings, bacon and corned beef. 

The “local” ethos has been adopted by 
many places in the current food landscape of 
Connecticut and beyond, so the words didn't 
immediately ensure that we would be wowed. 
But one look at the menu and we started to get 
excited. The dinner menu 
is nicely curated — long 
enough to offer options 
without being so extensive 
that you don't know what 
to choose. Everything 
seemed to entice us and we 
dove in. 

We began our meal with 
a flight of beers on draft, 
all locally sourced craft 
brews, including Black 
Hog’s Granola Brown Ale 
from Oxford and Broad 
Brook IPA Hopstello from 
East Windsor. It’s a nod to 
Roots Down's extensive 
and impressive alcohol 
program, which includes 
a varied wine list available 
by bottle or glass. 

Also featured is a 
creative collection of 
cocktails, like the New 
England Nectar (Cold 
River Gin shaken with muddled pomegranate 
seeds, vanilla bean syrup, Bolivar bitters and 
lemon juice strained over ice and topped 
with seltzer) and the Butternut (Rough Rider 
bourbon stirred with roasted butternut 
squash shrub, Jamaican #1 bitters and lemon 
juice served over ice and topped with ground 
clove), which my dining partner ordered and 
enjoyed after adding a little extra pureed 
squash. 

Our beers were paired with smoked pork 
belly sliders that melted in our mouths. 
Applewood-smoked pork belly was topped 
with blue cheese and pickled onions on 
a homemade beet roll and served with a

sweet-and-sour peach dipping sauce. Our 
only complaint was that there were only two 
in an order, though maybe that was a good 
thing because we wouldnt have had room 
for anything else we ordered. 

Oven-roasted bone marrow spread like 
butter on toasted crustini with roasted 
garlic and sea salt in a combination of all the 
tantalizing savory flavors I crave. A large, 
shallow bowl of potato leek soup was so 
surprisingly good — sweet and savory and 
tangy with bits of bacon, pickled apples and 
duck fat-fried potatoes on top — that despite 
only wanting a spoonful or two, I ate nearly the 
entire thing. “We try to make it a little different,’ 





says Trifone. The soup was my favorite part of 
the meal, but unfortunately, it has been taken 
off the menu for the time being. 

Our entrées came next, and 
we were delighted by both. The 
medley of chicken, chorizo sausage, 
littlenecks, mussels and lobster in the 
saffron bomba rice of Roots Down’s 
paella was spicy and satisfying in the way only 
slow-cooked comfort foods can be. Served 
in a piping-hot traditional paella pan, we 
took turns lunging in, discovering how the 
different proteins paired together. The local 
chicken was underseasoned when eaten alone, 
but taken as a whole, we had no complaints. 


cabin or a hometown diner. Wooden floors and white 
walls with posters and paraphernalia make the 
space feel open, and large pine booths and tables 
provide ample seating for any party. In the bar room, 
an L-shaped bar top is decorated with signs and 
chalk boards spelling out specials. 


SERVICE There’s a hometown charm to the 
service here. Our waitress was very knowledgeable 
about the menu and unafraid to offer opinions when 
we asked. On a weekday night when we were some

The second dish — duck confit risotto 
with spaghetti squash and cranberries over 
mascarpone risotto — was perhaps the 
lightest and creamiest risotto 
I’ve ever tasted. Wholly rich, 
especially when paired with 
the juicy duck, it was true 
indulgence on a fork. The tangy 
cranberry worked to cut the 
heaviness and balance the bite. 

At this point we were stuffed, 
but one thing remained — 
dessert. How could we leave 
without tasting one of their 
homemade treats? We ordered 
the apple crisp, which came 
hot with homemade vanilla ice 
cream. It was as sweet, creamy 
and crunchy as you'd hope. 
But we each took two bites and 
wrapped it to go. 

“I hope people will have an 
open mind when they come to 
dine with us,” says Trifone. “T 
think this is the way restaurants 
are supposed to be. A restaurant 
like this in an area like this, 
there isn’t much availability for 
people. I welcome some competition. Hope- 
fully it will bring some better food, some 
healthier food [to the area.]” 

Roots Down may be out of the way for 
most, but it is well worth the trip. After trying 
it ourselves, we could easily see why there’s a 
buzz about it. The food is fresh and inventive. 
Classics are honored, but also reimagined in 
delicious ways, and the menu changes with the 
seasons and what’s available. Everything here 
is made from scratch. No corners are being 
cut and you can certainly taste it. If youre in 
the Quiet Corner, don't miss this place. And 
if youre within a reasonable drive, get on the 
road. You won't be disappointed. =

If you have parents or grandparents of a 
certain age, especially if theyre from New 
York and extra-especially if theyre from 
Brooklyn, youre likely to have grown up 
with tales of the great butcher shops of yore. 
Places where carving, curing and aging meat 
was an art form, where pickles were pulled 
from giant vats and where sometimes-less- 
prized portions of an animal were revered 
(tongue or chicken feet, anyone?). 

While those classic butcher shops were a 
little before my time, they sound a lot like 
Fleishers Craft Butchery, a small, Brook- 
lyn-based artisan chain that has recently 
made inroads in Connecticut after merging 
with Westport’s Saugatuck Craft Butchery 
in 2015. In November, the group opened 
Fleishers Greenwich. The new location 
joined Fleishers in Westport. (There is also a 
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Fleishers in Kingston, New York.) 

Both Connecticut Fleishers offer custom 
cuts of beef, pork, lamb and chicken, as well 
as house-made sausages and burger blends, 
all from animals pasture raised humanely 
and sustainably on small, local farms in 
New York and Connecticut. At Fleishers 
Westport, meat seems to emanate from the 
walls. Carcasses are stacked within glass 
refrigerators, butchers carve meat slabs at 
various counters, and for carnivorous lo- 
cavores, it’s hard not to want to buy it all. 
An impromptu visit for this story, allegedly 
just to look, resulted in my leaving with a 
laundry list of an order, including, but not 
limited to, a pound of Fleishers’ dry-aged 
burger blend, sweet Italian pork and cross- 
cut beef shanks. 

In addition to its butcher shop offerings,

Fleishers Greenwich serves grab-and-go 
fresh sandwiches, burgers and rotisserie 
chicken. Next door to Fleishers Westport 
is Fleishers Craft Kitchen, a full-service, 
sit-down restaurant owned by the butcher 
shop. As one would guess, meat is the name 
of the game at the restaurant, which began 
serving dinner in late 2015. Chef Adam 
Truelove has created a menu featuring burg- 
ers, chops and steaks, as well as salads that 
reflect what’s offered at the butcher shop. 
For lunch, you can't beat the Steak Clas- 
sic, a sandwich made with shaved steak, on- 
ions and peppers, and topped with cheddar. 
It’s reminiscent of a great Philly cheese steak 
sandwich, and the butcher-fresh quality 





of the steak shines through in every bite. 
Another midday standout is the Brisket 
Bun, a sandwich made with tender brisket, 
maple sriracha, scallions and cilantro. Each 
sandwich is served with excellent fries, and 
there is also a full burger menu that I look 
forward to sampling at some point. 

The dinner menu has eye-catching starters 
like lamb meatballs and a charcuterie board 
featuring a selection of house-cured meats. 
Main courses include roasted half chicken, 
shepherd’s pie and osso buco. 

Both Connecticut Fleishers also host 
regular events. At the beginning of the year, 
Fleishers Craft Kitchen started its Butchers 
Meat Brewers that saw the restaurant teaming 
with brewers to offer a four-course meal paired 
with four offerings from a local brewery. The 
series kicked off in January with New England 
Brewing Co. and will continue on March 
9 with Black Hog Brewing. The Greenwich 
and Westport locations host regular butcher 
classes; on April 16 Westport will host Pork 
Butchery 101, which will include a whole 
hog butchery demo and review of anatomy, 
primals and cooking tips. 

Fleishers’ butcher shop and restaurant in 
Westport is in the Saugatuck neighborhood 
of town. It’s an area where great food is hard 
to avoid — across the street are Bill Taibe's 
acclaimed restaurants The Whelk and Kawa 
Ni. However, Fleishers holds its own, and is a 
worthy addition to this foodie neighborhood. It 
is also a spot that harks admirably back to the 
artisan butcher shops of days gone by. p=

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FIVE CT BEERS 
TOLLRY THIS SPRING 
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In the beer world, spring is something 
of a wild west of flavors. 

Winter is ruled by hearty ales and 
dark stouts; summer is home to light 
beer with citrus flavors; and autumn is 
the domain of pumpkin and Oktoberfest 
beers. Spring has no overarching beer- 
flavor identity. Instead, like a groundhog 
who only sees half of his shadow, it’s 
caught between two worlds and seasons. 
Some breweries release their summer 
brews early — offering refreshing blasts 
of sunshine flavor before the last frost 
has thawed. Other spring seasonals lean 
toward darker “winter” flavors. Still other 
breweries take advantage of the season’s 
undefined flavor characteristics to release 
a variety of creative seasonal brews not 
tied to specific flavors of the season. 

This situation is just fine by me, because 
it means that each spring a variety of 
beers are released that are unlike one 
another and often unlike anything you 
can get the rest of the year. This trend is 
very apparent in the Connecticut beer 
world, and in the list below, I’ve selected 
some of my favorite beers being released 
this spring. As always, there are many 
great Connecticut beers that we didn't 
have room to include on the list, and if 
I’ve missed your favorite spring seasonal, 
let me know on Twitter (@erikofgang) 
or at eofgang@connecticutmag.com. 
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CONNtucky Lightnin’ 

Brewed by: Two Roads Brewing Co., Stratford 

ABV: 8.50 percent 

I became an instant fan of this beer when I 
tried it for the first time last year. Inspired by 
moonshine, it is made with corn grits and aged in 
real bourbon barrels from a Kentucky distillery. 
The result is an intense and powerful beer that 
retains some bourbon flavor and has notes of 
whiskey, oak and vanilla. For those who've never 
tried bourbon barrel-aged beer, this is a great 
introduction to the style. 

Where to find it: This beer will be released in 
March in 750mL bottles and will be available on 
draft. Look for the bottles at specialty liquor stores 
and find it on tap at craft beer bars. 
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Nutmeg State Saison 

Brewed by: Outer Light Brewing Co., Groton 

ABV: 4.8 percent 

There is something inherently springlike about the floral flavors 
of a saison, a traditional Belgian-style farmhouse beer. And this 
aptly named Connecticut saison from the talented folks at Outer 
Light Brewing Co, which also opened last year, is a wonderful 
example of the style. Full of the vitality of spring, it blends freshly 
grated nutmeg with juicy peaches, and utilizes fruity Belgian 
farmhouse yeast and bready English malt for a smooth blend of 
spring flavors. Lightly hopped and moderate, this is a beer, and a 
brewery, to keep an eye on. 

Where to find it: This draft-only beer will be available in the 
Outer Light Brewing Co. taproom and at select beer bars across 
Connecticut. Bars that often carry Outer Light beer include Engine 
Room (Mystic), Pizzetta (Mystic), Oasis Pub (New London), 
Moxie (Madison), Prime 16 (New Haven and Orange), Westbrook 
Lobster (Clinton and Wallingford), MiKro (Hamden), Cask 
Republic (multiple locations), Caseus (New Haven), GW Carsons 
Burger Bar (Branford), The Outer Space (Hamden) and Eli’s 
(multiple locations). 


Field Beer Oat 

Brewed by: Kent Falls Brewing Co., Kent 

ABV: 5.2 percent 

Last year, Kent Falls burst on the Connecticut brewing scene with 
this refreshing saison made with Connecticut malts and featuring 
hops grown at a hop yard on the farm where the brewery is located. 
Light but complex, with a beautiful pale gold color and some mild 
sourness, this beer appeared at select bars and liquor stores before 
being quickly scooped up. Ever since, those of us lucky enough to 
taste it last year have eagerly awaited its return. 

Where to find it: Kent Falls is available in bottles at several 
liquor stores in Kent and surrounding towns. It can also be found at 
serious beer bars across the state. Although the brewery does not yet 
have a public taproom, Kent Falls’ staff can often be found selling 
their liquid wares at the New Milford farmer’s market. 


Grilled Cheese, 
The Caseus Cheese 
Truck, New Haven 


Some days you just need a grilled cheese. Crusty and gooey all at 
once, this simple sandwich is the perfect remedy for dreary days, 
which is exactly the kind of weather we were experiencing when 
I ventured out to find The Caseus Cheese Truck in New Haven. 

I had checked their Facebook page to see what the “Grilled

ABV: 5.5 percent 

Since coming on the scene in 2012, this brewery has attracted many 
new converts to craft beer with its approachable-yet-complex brews 
that are different from what a non-craft drinker might be accustomed 
to, but not so bitter as to drive them immediately away. This pale 
ale has moderate bitterness and a crisp, clean finish with a citrusy 
grapefruit zest and pale malt flavorings. It’s good enough to make an 
optimist out of even the most ardent my-cup-is-half-empty pessimist. 

Where to find it: For now, this beer is draft only. It is expected 
to be available at the Half Full taproom in March and will be 
distributed to select bars in the state. 


Sun Juice 

Brewed by: Stony Creek Brewery, Branford 

ABV: 5.3 percent 

Since opening around this time last year, Stony Creek Brewery 
has made a splash on the brewing scene in Connecticut with an 
impressive facility on the water in Branford and a lineup of diverse 
beers running the gamut from accessible gateway craft beers to 
experimental specialty beer. This user-friendly Belgian summer ale 
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Cheese of the Day” was — duck confit with pickled red onion 
— and I was out the door. But once I got to the big yellow truck, 
parked in front of the Yale Art Gallery in the pouring rain, 
I realized there’s much more to the truck than just what they 
advertise online. 

Their basic grilled cheese can be layered with a variety of 
toppings from arugula to red onion and guacamole to bacon. 
And that’s how I ended up ordering two sandwiches — the duck 
confit, of course, but also a vegetarian option with arugula, red 
onion and pesto. In my opinion, the bread is just as important 
as the cheese, and Caseus has it figured out. Thin and crusty, the 
sourdough creates the perfect bite without being too hard or too 
soft. Inside, the cheese is melty and mild. A mix of provolone, 
swiss, comte, gruyere, gouda and sharp cheddar, it doesn't 
overpower whatever toppings you choose. Sandwiches are served 
with a side of cornichon pickles and grainy mustard. (When they 
ask you if you want these, say “Yes.”) 

The duck confit grilled cheese that propelled my trip was delicious 
with tender meat and tangy onions, but I ended up enjoying my 
other sandwich slightly more. The pesto was rich, soaking into 
the bread. I could have eaten another. This grilled cheese is great 
because it’s customizable. Pick what you like and leave the rest. 
Youre going to want to find this truck, believe me. Find out where

The Sazerac at Little River 
Restoratives in Hartford

According to cocktail lore, the Sazerac 
emerged from the booze-filled bars of New 
Orleans at some point prior to the Civil War. 
Some even claim it is the nation’s oldest cocktail. 

Since the late 1800s, the drink has been 
made with rye, absinthe, select bitters and 
sugar. Until recently, Sazerac drinks were 
made either illegally, with an absinthe 
substitute, or not at all. But in 2007, a new 
interpretation of existing law allowed for 
absinthe, aka “la fée verte” (the green fairy), to 
be sold in the U.S. for the first time in 95 years. 
With cocktail bars stocking the wormwood- 
powered spirit again, the Sazerac has made 
a swift comeback. Sazerac cocktails can now 
be found at specialty bars across Connecticut, 
but we've not tasted a better one than at Little 
River Restoratives in Hartford. 

Opened in November, this new spot has a 
distinctively old-school flavor — think Billie 
Holiday or the cool parts of Gangs of New 
York. Botanicals and bitters line the front of 
the dark wood bar; high-end bottles fill the 
shelves behind it. The drinks are mixed and 
prepared by bartenders who take what they do 
as seriously as chemists. 

The cocktail menu focuses on creations 
unique Little River. So don’t be thrown by the 
fact that the Sazerac is not listed; it and other 
classic cocktails are among the specialties here. 
You can choose which spirits you want to go 
into your Sazerac, or let your bartender decide. 

I went with the latter option and had no 
regrets when I tried the drink, which arrived 
sunset-red in the glass and tasted like a 
Sazerac should — intense but not in a put- 
hair-on-your-chest way. The rye’s smokiness 
was balanced by the chilled licorice and anise 
taste of the absinthe. Though not a sweet 
drink, it is deceptively and dangerously 
high in alcohol content. We're talking 
singing-karaoke-when-it’s-not-karaoke- 
night and under-no-circumstances-should- 
I-text-my-ex-or-anybody-else amounts. Asa 
result, enjoying this drink is best done with 
a designated driver in tow. | ERIK OFGANG |

HISTORY 


On Tuesday, January 6th, 1976, CPTV 
premiered the dramatic television series 
Mundo Real. The Emmy-winning show was 
the first on public television to star a Puerto 
Rican family and be broadcast in both Spanish 
and English. With the launch of this program, 
children were presented with a vibrant way to 
engage in a bilingual education. In 1978, the 
series concluded with a total of 39 episodes 
produced. 


But Mundo Real’s influence did not end at the 
season finale. The Yale-New Haven Teachers 
Institute recognized the groundbreaking CPTV 
series in a 1980 curriculum entitled “Drama 

in the Classroom.” Bilingual educator Myrella 
Lara describes the benefits that Mundo Real 
and similar programs provide for those learn- 
ing English as a second language; “First, they 
instruct children and parents in the ways of 
America, with topics such as employment, 
social services, school life, and family customs. 
Secondly, these series also offer the English 
speaking audience a glimpse of life in the other 
culture, and the basic similarities that make us 
all human.”

7. Divide leeks into 4 portions and plate them in the 
middle of each dinner plate. Remove salmon from oven 
and carefully use a spatula to place the salmon on top 
of the leeks on each plate. (NOTE: The salmon will 
continue to cook, so don’t worry if it seems less than 
medium rare.) 

8. To make a pan sauce, place the empty salmon pan 
back on a burner set to high. Once the pan is hot, add 
lemon juice and swirl it around the pan (this is called 
deglazing). Remove from heat and whisk in butter. 
Season the sauce to taste and spoon around salmon.

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UNUSUAL TALES FROM CONNECTICUT'S COLORFUL PAST | BY ERIK OFGANG 


The Critic Who Wasn't There 


IN HONOR OF OSCAR SEASON, WE LOOK AT ONE OF 
THE STRANGEST SCANDALS IN THE HISTORY OF MOVIE REVIEWS 


It sounds like, well, something out of a movie. 

In 2001, Thomas Nash, then publisher of the Ridgefield Press, a local weekly newspaper in 
Ridgefield, received a call from a Newsweek reporter named John Horn. Their conversation, 
and Horn’s follow-up reporting, would ultimately lead to the unearthing of one of the 
strangest episodes in advertising and reviewing history. 


Horn, currently the host of Southern 
California Public Radio’s “The Frame,” 
was calling to ask about David, or Dave, 
Manning. A so-called critic, Manning had 
effusively praised several films released by 
Sony-owned Columbia Pictures and had 
been credited as writing for the Ridgefield 
Press. Manning had praised the late Heath 
Ledger of A Knight's Tale as “this year’s 
hottest new star!” and raved that with The 
Animal, “The producing team of Big Daddy 
has delivered another winner!” Positive 
quotes from Manning were also included 
in advertisements for Hollow Man and 
Vertical Limit. 

The problem was, Horn, who had 
many connections in the film industry, 
couldn't find anyone who had actually met 
Manning. 

“I was working on a story about the 
proliferation of junket reviewers, which 
are essentially journalists from second- 
and third-tier media outlets who travel, 
generally, on a studio’s dime — free meals, 
flights, hotels — in exchange for giving 
movies free publicity and enthusiastic 
blurbs for newspaper, radio and television 
advertisements, recalls Horn. “The story 
I was writing was that the studios’ cynical 
deal with these junket journalists was 
devaluing the legitimacy of real critics.” 

Horn began calling around to investigate 
suspected junket critics. “For all of the 
searching, I could not find anyone who 
knew who Dave Manning was, including 
other studio publicists.” 

That’s when Horn contacted Nash, who 
informed him that no one by that name 
was employed by the Ridgefield Press. 
Horn knew from the library at Newsweek 
that there was no other Ridgefield Press, 
but he still did not realize what was 
actually going on. 

“I was more puzzled than anything, 
because I couldn't yet imagine he was 
a fake,” Horn says. “Then I called Sony. 
Before the studio returned my call, I got

a call from the producer of The Animal, 
and he said he had nothing to do with 
Dave Manning. That made me even more 
curious. So I asked Sony specifically if 
Manning existed, and the studio said no.” 

Horn publicized the scandal in a June 
2001 Newsweek article. Manning, as it 
turned out, was concocted by a Sony 
marketing executive named Matthew 
Cramer, who was inspired to use the 
Ridgefield Press because he had grown up 
in Ridgefield. He named 
his fake critic after a 
friend and used him 
to rubberstamp praise 
on films of the studio's 
choosing. 

Horn’s story created 
a media firestorm. “It’s 
something you cant 
imagine happening, 
and yet it confirmed 
everybody's worst 
fears about how craven 
Hollywood could be,” he 
says. “There were news 
trucks parked in front 
of my house for several 
days.” 

Meanwhile, the 
Ridgefield Press got a fair 
amount of unwanted media attention. 
“[We got] a lot of calls from all over — 
US., England, Australia, probably 20 
outlets,” Nash says. “I learned how tiresome 
journalists can be.” 

The news even sparked the interest 
of then-Connecticut Attorney General 
Richard Blumenthal, who announced after 
Horn’s story broke that he was considering 
issuing subpoenas to get to the bottom of 
what he claimed was consumer deception. 
“We give this practice two thumbs down,” 
he told The Associated Press. “It could be 
deceptive and misleading advertising.” 

Cramer was suspended for a month 
without pay, but continued to work in

film advertising. Efforts to contact him 
for this story through a past employer 
were unsuccessful. Cramer's supervisor, 
Josh Goldstine, was also suspended for a 
month without pay. Today, Goldstine is the 
president of marketing at Universal Pictures. 

But there were more repercussions. In the 
mid-2000s, a pair of California moviegoers 
launched a class action lawsuit against 
Sony, seeking redress for people nationwide 
who had paid to see the films. 

Sony ended up settling the suit and was 
ordered to pay $1.5 million. Movie fans 
who could prove they saw one of the films 
praised were eligible to receive their $5 
share of the settlement. 

Horn stopped _ short 
thumbs-up to the lawsuit resulting 
from his story. “Anybody who went 
to see a Rob Schneider movie and were 
surprised to find out it wasn’t any good 
shouldn't be rewarded for their own 
stupidity,” he says. “The 
story did keep a lot of 
lawyers employed for a 


of giving a 


long time, however.” 

As far as _ the 
Ridgefield Press, Nash 
never pursued = any 
legal action. “[It was] 
harmless to us as a local 
weekly paper.” 

Looking back, Horn 
says he was able to 
break the story thanks 
luck and good 
timing. “I think it was a 
moment in time when, 
just as the Internet was 
taking off, you could 
get away with lies and 
half-truths,” Horn says. “Hollywood has 
always been desperate to sell its movies any 
way it can, and this was (almost) successful 
because people didn’t have the tools or luck 
to spot it.” 

As to whether advertising in the movie 
industry has matured in the decade and 
a half since David Manning made real 
headlines with his fake praise, Horn isn’t 
so sure. “No one would ever dare to invent 
a fake critic again. But if you read reviews 
from junket journalists today, these ‘real’ 
reviewers still will give enthusiastic quotes 
for the world’s worst movies. Because they 
enjoy the junket gravy train, and don't want 
to lose their invitation.” a
